CHICAGO, June 30.—A modicum of 
relief for the unemployed actors and 
musicians of Chicago is in prospect. 
While no federal relief appears likely 
insofar as this lécality is concerned, the 
State has taken steps to put several 
hundred entertainers to work, first of 
them to begin Monday, July 2. 

The proposed project is still a bit in- 
definite as to details, but the Dlinois 
Emergency Relief Commission has ap- 
proved work relief assignment of 264 
idle actors and singers and 100 musi- 
cians to entertain persons in public in- 
stitutions, hospitals, CCC camps, schools 
and other public and philanthropic in- 
stitutions. The project was announced 
Wednesday by Wilfred S. Reynolds, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the commission, who 
stated it was designed to stimulate cul- 
turally those whom adversity had de- 
prived of such diversion.

Large Motorized Show Scheduled 
To Take Road in Spring of 1935 


New project result of tremendous interest in circus acts 
at A Century of Progress—to feature Allen King animal 
act—Zack Terrell most likely manager

CHICAGO, July 2.—One of the most 
ambitious circus projects launched in 
years is scheduled to pop next spring, and 
it wil’ be a direct outcome of the interest 
that has been aroused in circus enter- 
tainment by various attractions at A 
Century of Progress. World’s Fair of- 
ficiale who have noted with what avidity 
the public has taken to the circus acts 
presented in the Lageon Theater, the 
Standard Oil exhibit and the Spanish 


Village have become definitely circus- . 


minded, according to Herb Carlin, who 
handles the booking of the fair’s own 
attractions. They have found that the 
visitors to the fair prefer circus acts to 
fan dancers, and during the remainder 
of the fair it is probable that more and 
more acts of a circus nature will be usec. 

Not only have the fair officials noted 
the popular trend in entertainment, bu* 
officials of the Standard Oil Company also 
have taken cognizance of it, particularly 
as it has been demonstrated at their own 
exhibit, where tens of thousands have 
seen their “Live Power” show since the 
fair opened. So tremendous has been tne 
pull of the big animal act in which 
Allen King is starred, and the interest 
created by the “Live Power” parade units 
sent out by the company, that Standard 
has decided to put out a circus of its own 
to tour the country during 1935. No in- 
formation has yet been released on the 
nroject, but The Billboard has received 
the information from confidential World’s 
Fair sources which it believes are au- 
thentic and reliable. 


The circus will be a motorized show, in- 
asmuch as Standard’s. interest lies 
primarily in that field. motor vehicles 
furnishing a tremendous market for 
Standard’s products. In all probability 
the “Live Power” phrase will be em- 
bodied either in the main title or in a 
supplementary slogan. Zack Terrell, for 
many years manager of the Selils-Floto 
Circus and now in charge of the Standard 
Oil show at the fair, is the logical man-

BUTLER, Pa., July 2—Attorney John C. Graham has returned here from 
Harrisburg. Pa., where he argued before the attorney-general and the taxation 
department, in joint session. the question of an interpretation of the amusemenu 
tax law in Pennsylvania, passed in 1913, wherein circuses have been taxed for their 
annual license according to the number of cars used in transportation from city 
to city. As a result of the conferences the attorney-general’s department ruled that 
hereafter the circus tax for truck shows will be computed as to capacity on a rallroad- 


car basis. The attorney-general and other 
officials exacted a promise from Mr. Gra- 
ham that he would return to Harris- 
burg during the next session of the 
Legislature and assist in framing a new 
law that would be fair and equal for all 
circuses and motorized shows for taxa- 
tion purposes, to which Mr. Graham 
agreed, as he will be retained by the 
Outdoor Showmen’s Association of 
America to take care of the troubles of 
member shows while exhibiting in 
Pennsylvania. 


When the law was passed wagon shows 
passing over the dirt roads were not con- 
sidered under the text of the law. How-

Theater of the Air Set To Start 
In Much-Renovated Casino Theater 


NEW YORK, June 30.—Casino Thea- 
ter, at 50th street and Seventh avenue, 
formerly Earl Carroll’s renovated castle, 
has been taken over by the Theater of 
the Air, Inc., the radio-stage-screen 
combo started some months back by 
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Crosby Gaige, and is to open on its new 
Policy some time in August. Idea in- 
volved is to present vaude shows, films 
and radio broadcasts from the Casino 
stage. Four New York local indie sta- 
tions are claimed to have approved 
working with Gaige. They are WOR, 
WMCA, WINS and WNEW. 


Casino started out as legit, went to a 
straight vaude policy several months 
ago, then a combo house, and lately has 
been operated as a straight film grind 
at a two-bit admish. This latter policy 
is to cease July 1. No admission scale 
has been decided for the new enterprise. 
Several others have become interested 
with Gaige in his project. Included are 
H. S. Levey, Jack Shapiro; A. G. Mon- 
tage, advertising and radio, and H. A. 
Biumenthal. They announce a lease of 
several years. 

Under the proposal extensive altera- 
tions are to be made, providing for 
auditions, studios and the like. A glass 
screen is to be used on the stage to 
keep outside noises out whenever a show 
is being aired from the house. Both 
sustaining and commercial broadcasts, 
according to announcement, will be the 
vogue. Also auditions for stations and

Comm. Moss Refuses Burly 
License to New York House 


Says he feels burly should be limited when Max Wilner 
asks for license for Apollo Theater—license opposed by 


clergymen, police, associations and realty owners

NEW YORK, June 30.—License Commissioner Paul Moss refused a license on 
Tuesday to the Okaybud Corporation, of which Max R Wilner is an officer, for 
burlesaue at the Apollo Theater on West 42d street. There are two burlesque houses 
operating on that street already and Moss’ decision was rendered with the state- 
ment “that the interest of New York City will be best served by limiting the number 
of burlesque houses particularly on 42d street Wilner and the attorney for the 
landlord of the Apollo were the only ones to speak in favor of granting a license. 


Opposing it were clergymen, police of- 
ficia's, associations and rgalty owners. 

Wilner was the first to take the stand, 
saying that he took the Apollo on a 
five-year lease, with a weekly rental 
ranging from $800 during the summer 
to $1,400 in the ace weeks. He had to 
put down $7500 cash security. Testified 
that he had some legit offers, but most 
likely would start off September 3 with 
burlesque. The representative for the 
owner of the theater brought out his 
client cannot afford to keep the house 
dark any longer and that as the char- 
acter of the street has already changed 
it was imperative that they accept a 
burlesque tenant. He revealed that a 
clause in the lease made lewd shows a 
violation of the agreement. 

The Rev. Josepn A. McCaffrey of the 
Holy Cross Church on 42d street, who 
also came as a revresentative of Cardinal 
Hayes, objected to licensing the theater, 
referring to objectionable photos in 
front of the other houses and bringing 
out that there were six arrests for in- 
decency at the Irving Place in which 
Wilner is interested. Rabbi Sidney E. 
Goldstein, also speaking for Rabbi F. 
Rosenblum of the Reformed Rabbis, spoke 
in detail in opposition to the license. He 
said that he has had occasion to see the 
burlesque shows and finds them degrad- 
ing. 

Capt. Louis Rosenfeld of the West 47th 
Street Police Station and Lieut. William 
O’Brien gave the police angles on the 
types of people drawn to burlesque shows. 
They referred to those who loiter in the 
vicinity of burlesque houses and also 
told of the type of patrons. Other op- 
ponents were the 42d Street Association, 
West Side Association, O. V. & H. V. 
Dikes, representing theater holdings; the 
Broadway Association, and other property 
holders. 

Wilner was called on for a second time 
and was more emphatic in his statements 
this time. He outlined his career in the 
theatrical business. 
feels 42d street is the only street today 
that plavs to some people, and said that 
he will give the right to close his house 
if his shows were different from those of 
the Republic and Eltinge. He was op- 
posedl to the name of burlesque, he said, 
and was for 4 new name and good talent. 
Wilner could not give the commissioner 
a different name for burlesque when 
asked for it. He said, if given the Apollo, 
he would run two or maybe one strip if 
the other houses were using four. 

I. H. Herk, president of the National 
Burlesque Association of America, was 
present at the hearing, but did not 
speak. Wilner intends carrying the case 
into court for a decision on whether he 
is to be refused a license. He promises 
other news concerning this case in a 
very short time.

Entire WBT Staff Works 
On Laboratory Programs 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., June 30.—Each 
member of WBT’s production depart- 
ment has been assigned responsibility 
for one of that station’s weekly labora- 
tory programs. Result has been an in- 
crease in the variety of programs and 
m ideas. At the same time the 
lab is building considerable good will 
for the station, with auditions averag- 
ing 200 acts weekly. Out of this num- 
ber about six fair performers are given 
one-time shots on the Experimental Lab 
series. Idea was originated by William 
A. Schudt Jr., WBT general manager, 
principally as a good will gesture and 
an aid to local talent. 

So far several worth-while acts have 
been unearthed, all with commercial 
possibilities. Hour is drawing mail 
heavily. 


Censors Ban “Virgie” 


CHICAGO, June 30.—The local censor 
board has refused a permit for The Life 
of Virgie Winters, RKO film which was 
supposed to open yesterday at the Pal- 
ace Theater. The action leaves Chicago 
as the only city where the picture can- 
not be shown. The Ohio censors banned 
the production last week and later 
changed their decision. 


New Electronic Piano 
Has Full Ork Range 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 30.— 
Possibilities of full orchestra de- 
velopment in electrified music were 
demonstrated before 500 delegates to 
the American Guild of Organists’ 
convention here this week in the 
new electronics — which utilizes 
piano overtones by means of electric 
impulses. 

Instrument, demonstrated by B. F. 
Meissner, of New York, is a standard 
piano with electric instruments that 
transform overtones produced by 
segments of the piano strings into 
full sounds. The player is able to 
select his overtones at will by the 
use of pipe-organ stops, stony 
virtually every orchestra brass and 
string in sound. The piano was 
used for the first time in concert 
work at the convention. 


WOR Again Checks 
On Editor Needs 


NEW YORK, June 30.—WOR is wind- 
ing up another of its periodic surveys of 
the newspaper field insofar as it con- 
cerns the station’s publicity. Data is 
now being collected for final interpreta- 
tion. 


Station sent out 211 questionnaires, 
asking the radio editors whether they 
wanted publicity, programs and the 
number of days needed to set up pro- 
gram corrections. Mostly the question- 
naires have been accounted for. Some 
of them went not only to the local sec- 
tion but as far west as Chicago and as 
far north as Maine. 


Tabulation shows 58 editors wanted 
both publicity and programs, 25 pro- 
grams only, 14 publicity only, 33 wanted 
neither and 81 have, as yet, not an- 
swered. About six of the lists have been 
returned, due to that number of publi- 
cations, both the dailies and weeklies, 
having folded. Some of the dailies that 
refused all service are involved in cur- 
rent press-radio battles and are using 
no ether stuff at all. 


Purpose of the survey is to check on 
accuracy and reduce both the station’s 
and the dailies’ expense from the angle 
of correction inserts. It also helps give 
the station a slant on its coverage and 
reveals, so far, a larger area than gener- 
ally charted. Stations soon to start 
50,000-watt transmitter will again 
change the picture from the coverage 
angle, which may have had some angle 
in the present survey. Showed also that 
within the last four years the general 
sensitivity of receiving sets has improved 
an estimated 1000 per cent.

NEW YORK, June 30.—The summer 
resort season starts officially today. 
Several hundred entertainers and musi- 
cians have turned “mountaineers” for 
12 weeks. In return for an alleged vaca- 
tion, a small salary, a coat of tan and 
the admiring glances of city folk, these 
entertainers will wrack their brains to 
keep the vacationists amused and in a 
mood to vay for food, mosquitos, etc. 

With vaude fading, more and more 
veteran vaudevillians are hiking to the 
mountains and water resorts each sum- 
mer. They are edging out the amateur 


social directors, who are shoe salesmen 
or butchers by trade but actors by am- 
bition. 

Musicians have always been menaced 
by the competition of high-schocl bands. 
But with conditions so bad the pro 
musicians have almost come down to 
the level of the kids in accepting air- 
and-sunshine salaries. 

Being underpaid in most cases, the 
social directors have to devise tricks 
to make a bit of side money. The usual 
gag is to put on two or three benefit

L IKE many other top men in various 
branches of the show business, 
rotund Larry Rich got his intro- 
duction to the world of amusements in 
a med show. He has been a trouper 
for 34 years and was born 40 years ago 
in Fert Worth, Tex. He started with 
Korac’s Wonder Show when he was 
ankle high to a grasshopper. Then came 
a long experience in the dramatic stock 
field, where he became a leading man 
at 16. Several seasons after reaching 
the stock pinnacle he signed with 
Schepp’s Dog and Pony Circus as head 
man in charge of fhe animals. Followed 
an interlude with Al H. Wilson, selling 
songs during intermission; an engage- 
ment with the Bert Lee Stock Company 
and appearances in silent films with the 
late Larry Semon and William Duncan. 
Rich also had his fling in minstrelsy— 
and with one of the best of them, Al G. 
Field. He took his own tab show to 
Australia and there met and married 
the present Mrs. Rich, known profes- 
sionally as Cherie. They played the 
antipodes under the ng of Richard- 
son Brothers and Cherie. Larry became 
a band leader, he claims, due to his 
striking resemblance to Paul White- 
man. He is now appearing in vaude at 
the head of his own company as come- 
dian and usually m. c. for the entire 
show.

Louis, and later toured as a principal in 
revivals of “Bitter Sweet,” “Florodora,”

NEW YORK, June 30—The Actors’ 
Dinner Club, which two weeks ago was 
on the verge of a shutdown because of 
lack of funds, announces that it has re- 
ceived enough in donations to enable it 
to continue thru July and possibly thru 
August, the worst of the theater’s lean 
weeks. Most of the donations were ob- 
tained thru collections from audiences 
at the town’s remaining shows. 

Legit collections, in the manner of the 
NVA Fund Drive in vaude, have been 
virtually unknown in legit in recent 
years. However, the club received per- 
mission from managers to make its ap- 
peal during intermissions and officials 
of the organization made the plea in 
almost every open legit house in town 
every night. Audiences were responsive 
and between $1,800 and $2,000 was col- 
lected by this means. The tota) is the 
more amazing when it is considered that 
only 15 shows were open and that few of 
them were doing any appreciable busi- 
ness. 


Various checks from individuals were 
also received, and the result is that the 
club is assured of continuing for at least 
another month or two, during the period 
when actors need it most. The drive for 
further funds will continue until enough 
is obtained to assure the ciub of con- 
tinued activity into the fall and winter 
season.

as compared to the various magazines 
which usually go to a certain type of 
reader only. 


Radio coverage by CBS outclasses the 
classiest of magazines as well as reaching 
families with lower level of price pur- 
chases, according to the numerous statis- 
tical charts and working formulas, plus 
comparative figures submitted by CBS. 
Mainly CBS holds that there are “a num- 
ber of commodities whose price precludes 
equal distribution thruout all classes,” 
and therefore radio is an all-inclusive 
coverage, as compared to a typical weekly, 
monthly or an average of 10 class maga- 
zines combined. For the average cover- 
age of the 20 commodity markets and the 
various price levels therein CBS claims 
71.8 per cent, while the average coverage 
of the same markets by other media is 
14.9 per cent. 


Indication of how CBS arrives at some 
of its figures may be given by “net cir- 
culation” data by way of showing radio’s 
net coverage. In the market for ladies’ 
shoes over $10 the relative coverage is 
84 per cent for radio and 22 per cent for 
the average weekly magazine. A single 
average 15-minute evening radio pro- 
gram should reach 12 per cent of the 
84 or 10 per cent of the entire market. 
A single full-page magazine insertion 
should reach 7 per cent of 22 or about 
1% per cent of the entire market. 


Survey is quoted as taken of the 
metropolitan area of New York City by 
the Market Research Corporation of 
America on three particular CBS pro- 
grams. The point being that a program 
on the air for less than four months 
can deliver its message to 50 per cent 
of the entire radio-owning public. 
Three program figures were given as: 
Chesterfield program, featuring operatic 
stars on air less than four months, was 
reaching 49 per cent of the homes; 
Woodbury soap program, with Bing 
Crosby, on the air seven months, was 
reaching 77.5 per cent of the homes, 
while White Owl cigars with Rurns and 
Allen, on the air for more than 12 
months, was reaching over 78 per cent 
of the radio audience. 


Direct comparison is made by CBS in 
defense of the “sales message” ibili- 
ties of radio with that of The Saturday 
Evening Post. 


Average number of words per full- 
page advertisement in the weekly maga- 
zine is given as 314. Average number 
of words of the sales message in a 15- 
minute CBS program is given as 304. A

Regardingg§cost of magazine art work, 
phy,” plate making, etc., leading 
agencies are authority that this cost 
averages 20 per cent of the cost of space 
and even higher in class magazines. 
This compares with a 30 per cent aver- 
age talent cost for programs on the 
CBS network: That discounts in maga- 
zines are small, if any, compared to the 
time discounts given by radio is also 
brought out. The ratio for Coast-to- 
Coast programs is considerably less than 
the figure given because it is figured 
against a higher cast for time. 

Two major sources of the CBS data, 
upon which it bases its figures, is given 
as the tabulations made by the United 
States Department of Commerce for 
CBS a short time ago relative to the 
percentage of homes in each income 
level which owned radio sets. Other 
source was determined by confidential 
analysis of distribution of sales by in- 
come levels for 20 higher priced com- 
modities compiled by 199 manufacturers, 
distributors and dealers in 12 important 
industries. This was done thru CBS 
writingreach sales head of the concerns 
involved. After combining the results 


of the sources a third source from which 
information was gathered was the pub- 
lishers’ own analysis of magazine cir- 
culation by income levels.

Monday has started a legal fight over the right of the District Attorney's Office to 


seize the books of the unions. 


Attorneys of the unions asked Supreme Court Justice 


Dunne Tuesday to impound the records seized. The judge reserved decision. While 
turmoil raged over the sensational raid, the reform group within Local 306 con- 
tinued its fight to oust Harry Sherman, president. At a special mass meeting Friday 


midnight the membership took over the 
meeting after Sherman had walked out 
and then passed a resolution calling for 
his resignation. 


Sherman adjourned the meeting when 
he was unable to quiet vociferous opposi- 
tion from the floor. The membership, 
however, continued the meeting and 
heard the report of a special organization 
committee. The committee, appointed 
last week after the union had voted to 
reduce Sherman’s salary to $200 a week, 
reported on prospects for new fall con- 
tracts with exhibitors and also on the 
progress in organizing non-union houses. 


The 1,000 members present also voted 
to demand Sherman’s calling a special 
meeting Monday night. 


During the hearings on the raids, As- 
sistant District Attorney William H. 
Kleinman defended his conduct on the 
ground the union officials were “en- 
gaging in high-handed racketeering.” He 
said Local 306 was “corrupt from top to 
bottom” and that he had heard “that 
more than $500.000 of the union money 
has not been accounted for, and I have 
information that one attorney alone got 
$70,090, altho he performed no legal 
services for the union.” 


Charles H. Tuttle, counsel for Local 306, 
charged “storm-trocper methods” had 
been used in seizing the confidential 
records of the union. Tuttle explained 
the litigation that has been pending for 
months between Local 306 and Empire 
State on one hand and about 400 indie 
exhibitors on the other. The Empire 
State had been absorbed by Local 306, 
but an injunction won by indie ex- 
hibitors halted this merger. Tuttle told 
the judge the exhibiturs were behind 
“this outrageous act.” 

Tuttle pointed out that Allied M. P. 
Operators’ Union, “a company union 
dominated by the Independent Theater 
Owners’ Association,” was not included 
in the raid. Local 306 recently obtained 
an injunction against the ITOA, enjoin- 
ing it and some 340 theaters from dis- 
criminating against Local 306 members 
and from violating wage and hours pro- 
visions of the film code. 

The Kings County Grand Jury is now 
going thru the records and questioning 
union officials and employees, 


The local press has also been stirred 
by the raid. Both The World-Telegram 
and The Post have run editorials prais- 
ing the efforts of the progressive ele- 
ments to reform the union from within 
and condemning the Assistant D. A.’s 
action. The Socialist Party, which has 
indorsed the progressive group of Local 
806, also issued a statement denouncing 
the raids. 


Film Code Boards Hear 
749 Complaint Cases 


NEW YORK, June 30.—That the local 
Grievance and Clearance and Zoning 
Beards of the motion picture code are 
functioning at top speed is indicated 
by a report this week from the Code 
Authority. 

The 31 Grievance Boards have heard 
289 complaints and have had 57 deci- 
sions appealed. Chicago leads with 50 
complaints. 

The Clearance and Zoning Boards have 
heard 460 complaints with 37 appeals. 
Cincinnati led the complaints with 66.

Mills Succeeds in Keeping Pix 


Producers From 


NEW YORK, July 2.—E. C. Mills, gen- 
eral manager of the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers, re- 
turned to his desk after an absence of 
several weeks, during which time he 
journeyed to Europe, where he attended 
the annual convention of the Confedera- 
tion of Performing Rights Societies, 
which was held in Warsaw, Poland, on 
June 11. Mills accomplished his chief 
aim, which was to keep motion picture 
producers from acquiring membership in 
the various Performing Rights Societies 
thruout the world. The confederation 
adopted resolutions not to admit to 
membership motion picture companies 
on the same basis as authors, composers 
and publishers or on any other basis. 

A move toward this end was started 
abroad with the Italian organization re- 
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Rights Societies 


ported as having been ready to admit 
movie concerns to membership. Accord- 
ing to Mills, this society has seen the 
error of its way and has agreed to fol- 
low the course of its sister societies. 
Mills also ironed out some differences 
with the Italian Society that existed be- 
tween it and ASCAP. Eventually a dif- 
ferent type of agreement will probably 


be made between ASCAP and the 16 
foreign Performing Rights Societies with 
which it is affiliated. As it stands, the 
perennial complaint is that during 
course of ASCAP collecting over here for 
the affiliated societies and vice versa, 
the balance is always in favor of 
ASCAP. 

New agreements between ASCAP and 
its members bid fair to be signed, and 
instead of being for five years they will 
again call for a 10-year period dating 
from December, 1935. Apparently the 
method of dividing the revenue will re- 
main the same, with half going to the 
publisher members and the other half 
being distributed among the writers. 
There was some talk of the writers de- 
manding two-thirds for their member- 
ship and leaving the other third for the 
publishers, but this was never officially 
presented, 


New Commission 


Succeeds Old FRC 


NEW YORK, July 2.—The Federal 
Radio Commission went out of existence 
automatically yesterday and in its place 
is the new Communications Commis- 
sion which President Roosevelt named 
Saturday night among his final acts be- 


. fore departing on his cruise to the Pa- 


cific. Altho the new setup has seven 
members, the two ranking members have 
been shifted from similar positions in 
the old FRC which was scheduled to 
go out of existence on July 1 in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the com- 
munications act passed by Congress in 
its closing days. 

Eugene O. Sykes is chairman of the 
new commission which will administer 
the communications act, linking radio, 
telephone and telegraph companies un- 
der revised and expanded federal control. 
Sykes has been a member of FRC since 
its inception in 1927 and chairman of 
the FRC for the past year and a half. 
Thaddeus H. Brown, vice-chairman of the 
FRC, is now second ranking member of 
the new commission. Brown is a Re- 
publican from Ohio, and before being 
made vice-chairman of the FRC was its 
general counsel. Sykes is to serve for 
seven years and Brown for six years. 

Other members of the commission are 
Paul Walker, named for a five-year term, 
an expert on telephone and telegraph 
rates; Norman Case, former governor of 
Rhode Island, has a four-year appoint- 
ment, while the three-year term Went to 
Irvin Stuart, Texas, recently attached to 
the State Department in Washington as 
a radio expert. He is credited with be- 
ing co-author of the communications 
bill with Representative Rayburn. © The 
two-year term went to George Henry 
Payne, author, playwright and newspa- 
perman. Hampson Gary was named for 
one year. He is an attorney practicing 
in Washington. 

In time of war the President is au- 
thorized to take over all communication 
facilities, including radio, by virtue of 
the communications act provisions.

DETROIT, July 2.—Sixty actors attended the American Federation of Actors’ 


meeting here Friday. Prank X. Martel, 
spoke. 


representing musicians and stagehands, 


Ralph Whitehead talked four hours, stressing organization advantages, ex- 


plaining AFA thoroly and outlining actual settlements accomplished. He ap- 
pointed Walter Rvan, ex-president Philadelphia UEA and organizer of the idea, as 


local representative. 


The meeting was open, with no resolutions passed. Three- 


fourths present signed the applications for membership. The only four member- 


ships previously paid Martel were turned 
ever to Whitehead. 

The AFA local will be organized but no 
booking will be attempted. Ward says the 
DEA will continue as a social organization 
with booking department  clubrooms. 
Ward attributed his defeat for organizer 
to a difference over booking. 

Ryan opened offices tcday in the DEA 
headquarters for AFA: Whitehead ar- 
ranged a waiver of dues as the DEA last 
week voted to join as a body, with a pay- 
ment of 86 advance semi-annual dues 
only, with installments accepted, but full 
membership only on last payment. The 
dues arrangement is contingent on 50 
members. 

The opinions of acts are badly divided 
over the AFA action. Lionel Kaye, ex- 
agent, says: “APA is for theaters, not 
gardens and cafes, where most Detroit 
acts play. Whitehead should have stayed 
two months, not two days.” 

The “jurisdictional tangle with Martel 
is now settled, the APA being recognized 
as the only organized labor body in the 
field. DEA is withdrawing from union ac- 
tivities. 

While many acts express immediate dis- 
appointment because little was actually 
accomplished, this is due largely to per- 
sonal disappointment in the selection of 
a representative and bitter factionalism 
which the AFA organization can wipe 
out. Ryan says the APA will attack the 
garden-cafe situation immediately. Ths 
organization is planning a slow, steady 
raise in wages by arbitration and co- 
operation with the agents. Whitehead 
secured the NRA compliance board in- 
terpretation here that “per diem” in the 
theatrical code means the policy of a 
heuse minimum being enforced for one 
show if necessary, clearing local situation 
and allowing real code enforcement for 
the first time. 

Harry Ward. head of the DEA, and 
Frank Martel, head of the Detroit Federa- 
tion of Labor, have now agreed that an 
AFA charter is necessary in order to come 
under the AFL. This agreement came 
after hard words had passed. 

Early last week Ward denounced Martel. 
“Martel is butting into AFL territory,” 
he said “to get the local thru. I don’t 
know what his motive is. I understand 
he is taking money and applications 
secretly for his ‘federal supplementary’ 
charter. Two acts have given money to 
certain parties, supposedly representing 
Martel.” 

Ward added: “Martel is sore at us be- 
cause we will not affiliate with his local 
charter. I think we should join the AFA 
instead.” 

The DEA is now booking 11 spots, with 
Harry Turk managing the booking service. 
Ward says this is strictly a co-operative 
venture. No fees are charged, altho con- 
tributions are accepted and ured for 
benefit of needy actors, savs Ward. He 
Says his salary as president has been 
dropped. 

Martel last week hit the DEA, saying: 
“A union cannot act as a booking office. 
The booker, in order to get engagements, 
would have to sell talent, cutting dcwn 


NBC June Revenue 
Largest in History 


NEW YORK, July 2.—Biggest June 
business in the history of NBC 1s indi- 
cated in the estimated gross receipts of 
$2,174,000. This shows an approximate 
45 per cent increase over June of 1933, 
when gross billing totaled $1,512,139. 

Previous high for June was in 1932, 
when all receipts were unusually high, 
particularly the first quarter. In that 
year June business for NBC was $2,081,- 
466. 


CBS has not yet tabulated its figures, 
but believes that when they are totaled, 
late this afternoon, they will show a 
a improvement over those of June, 


the price. This would be in direct con- 
flict with the interest of the union in 
seeking to establish a fair wage for its 
memters. The employment service of 
an actors’ union cannot be compared with 
those of other unions, says Martel, be- 
cause “these unions have cstaolished 
wage scales for each class of work, while 
the actors play for what the individual 
act may be valued at by the employer, 
subject of course to whatever minimum 
has been set.” 

Moreover, in case of failure to pay off, 
the union would be responsible, and this 
would lead to severe friction between 
members, says Martel. 

Martel explained his failure to refer the 
DEA to the AFA for a charter by saying 
that the AFA has not yet been listed in 
the official directory of AFL unions, and 
that he was not aware of its existence. 


Late News 
Flashes 


NEW YORK, July 2.—Louis Spielman, 
vaude agent, is suing Leo Singer, pro- 
ducer. claiming Singer broke a contract 
to produce the show The White Horse 
Tavern. Spielman, in West Side Court 
Saturday, said he had given Singer 
$5,000 in December, 1932, and that 
Singer returned $1,000 before going to 
Germany and bringing the cast to this 
country. Spielman claimed Singer is 
continually postponing production of 
the show. Singer’s lawyer said the suit 
is a result of a partnership deal that 
failed. The court held Singer on $1,000 
bail and will hear a charge of grand 
larceny against him Friday. 


The Supreme Court granted an in- 
junction Saturday ordering Local 306 
and the Empire State Moving Picture 
Operators’ Union not to breach a con- 
tract with seven circuits operating a 
total of 35 theaters here. The injunc- 
tion prevents Empire State from com- 
pleting its merger with Local 306 and 
forces it to live up to a contract run- 
ning until January 1, 1937. The cir- 
cuits are Esco, Regnis, Spuyten, Trio, 
Lion, Standish Realty and 2770 Broad- 
way corporations.

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HOSE of us who have looked 
on helpless for many years as 
actors have suffered the con- 

sequences of being forced to enter 
into vague and tricky contracts 
gather renewed hope for even- 
tual relief. License Commissioner 
Moss, about whom the worst that 
can be said is that he is trying to 
re-establish, in the minds of the 
public, respect for the department 
that he heads, Ralph Whitehead 
and important bookers are work- 
ing out an “equitable contract” 
to be employed in the hiring oi 
talent within the precincts of 
New York City — with no ter- 
ritorial limits on the location 
of the spot at which employment 
materializes. With Whitehead 
watching the actor’s interests and 
with Commissioner Moss lending 
to the move the power residing in 
him as an othcial of the city there 
is little doubt that the result will 
be an instrument of incalculable 
value to the hitherto helpless ac- 
tor. 
ie, See 

During the years that vaude- 
ville has had its capital in New 
York disputes between actors and 
managers have resulted almost al- 
ways from the vagueness and de- 
liberate dishonesty of intent on 
the part of hookers in the drawing 
up of contracts. Happily for the 
actor who in former years re- 
ceived most of his playing time 
from major offices, Loew, RKO 
and Fox were rarely, if ever, 
guilty of such practices. In the 
good old days of a plenitude of 
playing time the concentration of 
complaints was in the independent 
offices. And at the tail end of his 
career aS a _ vaudeville entre- 
preneur Alexander Pantages had 
nothing to be proud of in the eyes 
of the thinking actor with his 14- 
week contract. Today the inde- 
pendent is still the chief offender, 
and it is against him that Com- 
missioner Moss and Whitehead 


will aim their fire. 
* *« * 


It is not enough to draw up the 
equitable contract. The exclusive 
use of it will have to be enforced ; 
actors will have to be educated to 
work only with written contracts 
as a basis—and they will have to 
be instructed not to take any pro- 
visions for granted—and never to 
sign a contract without reading it 
thoroly. Sometimes it seems that 
it is harder to make actors do one 
of these things right than to con- 
vince them that a strong organiza- 
tion of their own is the surest road 
to salvation. 


+ 
ROBABLY with the threat of 
unionization and. its conse- 
quences in mind circuits are 
now giving close attention to the 
conditions of their personnel. But 


unionization is not the only con- 
tributing factor to this renewed 
interest. The circuit heads are 
beginning to realize that the de- 
cline in net profits is just as much 
due to the collapse in morale of 
their men as it is to uncontrollable 
economic disturbances. If the 
home oftice moguls haven’t yet 
tound it out, they will soon dis- 
cover to their concealed amaze- 
ment that their employees have 
been buffeted around inhumanly ; 
that the wind has been taken out 
cf their sails by blunder after 
blunder in impersonal, stupid 
management. Too busy with 
Wall Street matters the company 
officials apparently dismissed 
from their minds entirely the pos- 
sibility of their employees being 
high strung, hesitant and inef- 
ficient as the result of recurrent 
waves of paycuts, shakeups and 
abrupt dismissals. | Unhappy, 
shaky employees are a detriment 
rather than a help to an organiza- 
tion. 
* * * 


The other day we did some 
rummaging around in old records. 
An idea suggested itself to us and 
we forthwith did some investi- 
gating of our own among the cir- 
cuits. We believe we discovered, 
by matching the old records with 
the recent canvass, one of the rea- 
sons that most circuits today are 
as unstable in outlook as a low 
pitchman being hounded by 2 
tough copper. 

Take a look at the following 
table of average salaries in 1928:

The above salaries are average. 
Certain circuits pay far less; 
others whom it is not politic to 
mention here pay more. But the 
figures reflect clearly general con- 
ditions today. Cireuits that pay 
starvation salaries to managers 
and expect these gents to be on 
the qui vive are cursed with of- 
ficials who have sacrificed their 
minds to the cause of the depres- 
sion.

NEW YORK. June 30.—Short wave radio programs as ammunition with which 


to bombard the South American countries 
and retaliation against the international 


as part of a campaign of trade propaganda 
broadcasts from European countries is a 


definite plan of the American manufacturer in the very near future. according to 
an unofficial interview given out by an executive of a leading network. National 
Broadcasting Company is particularly interested since it is in a choice spot with its 


Radio Corporation of America affiliation 
General Electric Company. Columbia 
Broadcasting System believes it has and 
is still acquiring considerable knowledge 
and experience with short wave to points 
south due to its Admiral Byrd broad- 
casts 


NBC officials cite the fine work done 
in the Spanish version of the Baer- 
Carnera fight which was short-waved to 
South America and both chains are 
ready to unleash a terrific load of en- 
tertamment for the ears of the Latin 
American listeners. The entertainment, 
of course, will be both mixed with com- 
mercial talks from sponsors as well as & 
general good-will series. In the mean- 
time, German and French short-wave 
sending stations are flooding the South 
American countries with programs de- 
signed to curry favor for their respective 
products. 


Cheaper Than Wire Charges 


Short-wave brcadcasts in general is a 
way out in reducing the present high cost 
of line charges involved in point-to- 
point broadcasts, say some broadcasters. 
As proof they point to the Gulf Otl 
broadcasts on NBC when that account 
starts taking European shows by short 
wave on July 15. Expenses on the small 
waves, as compared to that same: ac- 
count’s Coast. pickup of Will Rogers 
from Hellywood, are exactly one-half. 
Rogers wire charges cost $1,200, while 
the London shows for Gulf Oil are $600. 
Naturally talent doesn’t figure in on the 
quotations. 


Present short-wave equipment is not 
up to the mark required for national 
broadcasts, it is said, altho it is okeh, as 
amply proven, for international pro- 
gramc. Technically the trouble is boiled 
down thusly. When smaller distances are 
involved, as would be from station to 
station short waving in this country, to 
8. w. involves a “skip effect.” This results 
in considerable fading. However, it is 
pointed out that some news services set 
up since the Press-Radio Bureau agree- 
ment use short waves for servicing 
their station clients. 


Enormous fees run up for American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company are 
and have been a sore point with stations, 
particularly indies who, perforce, have to 
take a larger pro-rata share in the costs, 
when the bank roll is figured in. Ad- 
vocates of short wa for, use instead 
of the phone lines maintain the problem 
could easily be answered. As they see it, 
the construction of three 100,000-watt 
short-wave stations across the country is 
the way out. Amplification of the pro- 
grams and short-line pickups would cut 
down the anntial line fees to a great ex- 
tent. However, it is said that the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission which just went 
out of office favored the present system 
as against setting up opposition to lines 
and wires already established and in use.

Question up was whether radio 
stations should get the same exemp- 
tion afforded to newspapers, who are 
granted the exemption of paying the 
Federal tax on fees paid to telegraph 
and telephone companies. Altho 
similar fees are paid by air users, 
the exemption was not granted. 


Radio Code Front 
Calms Down a Bit 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—All is calm 
on the radio code front presently, this 
being the lull that follows the storm 
and the storm in this case being the 
fireworks at the code hearing last week, 
which started when actors’ code provi- 
sions were put forth for inclusion in 
the labor provisions. Post-hearing con- 
fabs to be held soon on this problem, 
however, may lead to even mort pyro- 
technics.

Another deal 
whereby GBI would enter the production 
phase of transcription broadcasting in- 
volved Electrical Research Products, Inc.; 
Western Electric and a banking group, 
whereby the latter, thru $250,000 
financing, would obtain a controlling in- 
terest in GBI. Latter rejected it because 
of the controlling interest phase. A stock 
sale to the affiliated stations. said to have 
been proposed by Bowen, was likewise re- 
jected. It is claimed that after the sta- 
tions had first okehed the financing plan 
they switched after reconsidering. 

It is proposed that the new organiza- 
tion will be further stabilized in the 
chaotic e. t. field and thereby render a 
greater and better service to all concerned, 
advertisers and stations alike. A prin- 
cipal hope of GBI had been to realign 
transcriptions into three broad fields, pro- 
duction, group and spot sales. 

Financing by GBI of itself for going 
into production involved Scott Howe 
Bowen's Byer Studios and equipping that 
laboratory with Western Electric equip- 
mert. Bowen last week moved out of 
his Chrysler Building suite of offices into 
Byer labs. Bowen had devoted, since GBI 
was formed, the greater part of his time 
to that project. His present plans, he 
said, were to work under the GBI name 
instead of, as before, Scott Howe Bowen. 

GBI had been holding meetings fairly 
regularly in the merger connection. Next 
meeting, it is hoped, will be lined up for 
Chicago at the end of July. Chicago was 
selected since most of the confabs have 
been held in New York. 

Set up of GBI had been John Shepard 
III (Yankee network), president; Bowen, 
sales manager; Chester Dunham, general 
manager; A. A. Cormier, WOR, chairman 
of the executive committee, which also 
included Arthur Church, KMBC, and I. A. 
Lounsberry, WGR-WKBW. GBI had sold 
one contract to Chrysler motors and had 
$3,000,009 worth of estimates. 

It is generally agreed that when NBC 
and CBS went into the transcription 
field, no aid was offered thereby to GBI.

While disks can be 
faded at any point to allow for a com- 
mercial credit, on order NBC will arrange 
any continuity asked for. Whenever a 
new series is to be issued all NBC sta- 
tions will be advised. 


In the near future NBC plans to offer 
its disk service to select list of indie 
stations not affiliated with the network. 
All recordings are claimed by NBC to be 
“tailor made” and after long research in- 
to such methods. H. A. Woodman, traf- 
fic manager of NBC, is directing the 
output, which is considered to be the 
first real blow NBC and its affiliated 
RCA Victor have delivered at the opposi- 
tion ET laboratories.

PROGRAM REVIEWS 


Ham Dalton 


Reviewed Tuesday, 10:30-10:45 p.m. 
Style—Talk. Sustaining on WMCA (ABS 
network). 

Ham Dalton, according to informa- 
tion, has been commenting for WPEN, 
the Philadelpbfa cutlet for the recently 
formed ABS, for some time, but until 
that web was formed did not hit New 
York regularly. There’s always the 
chance that the night a program is 
heard is “one of those nights,” but from 
certain indications and comments made 
by Dalton this does not hold true in his 
case. 

If that be true, then Dalton impresses 
more as being a drum beater for the 
Washington Administration than an 
actual news commentator. A survey of 
his program for the night caught may 
serve as a check on that theory. His 
first comment was a bitter attack on 
the Southern mill that recently closed, 
and in so doing unleashed a blast at- 
tacking NRA and General Johnson. 
Then he went to Frank R. Kent, veteran 
political writer of Baltimore, and at- 
tecked Kent for in turn attacking the 
New Deal ballyhoo both on the air and 
in the press as it concerns the forth- 
coming elections. Then Dalton piled 
into The New York American’s recent 
editorial banging the 73d Congress just 
ended. The remainder of his program— 
and obviously there could be little time 
left—was devoted to short comments on 
Germany, the charges brought against 
Brigadier General Foulojs in connection 
with the air service, and as a windup 
Dalton’s support of the President, NRA 
and a motto Dalton has conceived about 
backing F. D. R. up to the hilt. 

This comment does in no wise indi- 
cate on the part of this reviewer any 
opposition to the Administration, for 
such is just the reverse of his senti- 
ments. However, in view of the recent 
blast against radio brought by The New 
York Herald Tribune, charging the air 
was strictly a political footoall, Dalton’s 
period is one of interest. Finally, and 
judging from this program and from 
Dalton’s repetition of his motto, it leads 
to the opinion that running along his 
present lines Dalton is not a com- 
mentator. J. F. 


Sterling Furniture Show 


Reviewed Monday, 9-9:30 p.m. Style— 
Soloist, trio and pianist. Sponsor— 
Sterling Furniture Company. Station— 
WMCA (ABS network). 


If it hasn’t already been proved, this 
program will certainly prove one thing. 
And that is that half an hour is too 
long a period to expect a slim amount 
of talent to fill out satisfactorily. That 
goes double when commercials are 
rammed home at too frequent portions. 

Acts are Mildred Hunt, a_ thoroly 
pleasing contralto (billed as Mildred 
Sterling), the Rhythm Boys (billed as 
the Sterling Trio), and Jack Gulbert 
backing up both acts named at the 
piano. Obviously, with that sort of 
talent the layout can’t be anything else 
but straight alternation, broken up, of 
course, by those too occasional com- 
mercials. Latter in this deal with a 
warning to customers not to try to 
beat furniture men at their own busi- 
ness by looking for bargains and a 
trade-in offer the firm makes. E. A. 
Thompson, president of Sterling, de- 
livered one commercial. He has a swell 
voice. Maybe it’s not Mr. Thompson 
after all. 

No fault to be found with Miss Hunt, 
and it’s already known that the Rhythm 
Boys are experts at that trio harmony 
and hot-lip stuff.. Throw in a band to 
back both up and a male singer and 
the show would be improved consider- 
ably. J. FP. 


20 Crowded Years 


Reviewed Thursday, 8:30-9:30 p.m. 
Style—Dramatic sketch. Sustaining, on 
WABC (CBS network). 

Ambitious production which uses the 
technique of both the March of Time 
and the recent Legend of America, in ef- 
fort to bring to the loudspeaker a kalei- 
doscopic picture of the events, or high- 
lights rather, of the past 20 years dating 
from the inception of the World War. 
Continuity sequences are done quite well 
and here and there it leads into a dra- 
matization of the event in question. 

Attempts to make a complete histori- 


cal picture in chronological order within 
one hour is of course out of the ques- 
tion, since this is more or less a matter 
of taste and opinion on what events may 
be considered of paramount importance. 
CBS production department however de- 
cided that the beginning was logical 
with the Sarajevo shooting to the first 
battle of the Marne and so on thru 
American neutrality period and finally 
its entrance into the war. In this re- 
spect vivid pictures of President Wilson 
were wrought up, not forgetting the 
conversation of the man in the street 
and that of the average homestead. Sub- 
sequently there was the sinking of the 
S 8S. Lusitania, the bombing at the San 
Francisco preparedness parade and 
Pershing in Mexico. 

The courageous attempt of Wilson to 
continue to cover the country with his 
speeches brought home with striking ef- 
fect, altho no actual mention was made 
of the fact, that he might have saved 
his health had radio been available to 
him to bring his story to the people. 
Advent of radio itself came out later, 
prohibition, the stock market crash and 
prosperity being ever around the corner, 
and finally Roosevelt being imperson- 
ated with his inaugural address. The 
NRA and new deal brought the broad- 
cast to a close with a good bit of theat- 
rical work therein. 

Considering the fact that President 
Roosevelt was due on an hour later. 
this type of program was a perfect 
buildup. Whatever the shortcomings 
may have been, the fact remains that it 
was an excellent dramatic show and 
might well be the choice of one of those 
cne-time hour commercials that hop in 
every now and then with an eventful 
type of show with repetitious talent or 
a series of cut and dried talks in the 
mouths of various celebrities, ete. Mu- 
sic played its part in the production 
but failed to be a regular occurrence 
such as a heavy symphonic series of in- 
terludes to denote lapses of time or 
serve as a regular part of the continuity. 
For which the listeners were no doubt 
thankful. M. H. 8.

Piano Carnival 


Reviewed Tuesday, 11:30-11:45 p.m. 
Style—Piano duets. Sustaining, on 
WABC (CBS network). 


Must chalk this experimental program 
up as being out of the ordinary if noth- 
ing else, and something too good to drop 
with but one hearing. For 100 players 
working on 50 pianos and players who 
know their stuff and did a bit of prac- 
ticing beforehand, does not make a poor 
layout for the average radio fan’s ears. 
Program originated thru KLZ in Denver, 
from the Fine Arts School of the Uni- 
versity of Tulsa, where the folks were 
holding their Piano Carnival. 

Selections, following the first which 
seemed like a piano exercise workout, 
included Beethoven's Fifth Symphony 
and Schubert’s March Mititaire. Stu- 
dents, under the capable guidance of 
their director, came thru with flying 
colors and they revealed plenty of pre- 
cision and timing in general, not to 
mention fairly fine technique, as near 
it is might be judged in ensemble play- 
ing. Nevertheless, it had plenty of color 
and novelty. 

Seems that if the program could be 
repeated and the students were avail- 
able as a group the series could be either 
sold as a commercial or broadcast under 
some co-operative agreement. The pi- 
ano manufacturers could certainly stim- 
ulate sales; the music publishers would 
profit indirectly and some chain could 
obtain a good sustaining at least. Ought 
to be utilized one way or another.

Movie Ban on Its Ether Workers 
Hailed as a Boon by Radio Acts 


LOS ANGELES, June 3C.—After con- 
siderable quietude the major studios toox 
another slap at radio this week by order- 
ing several of their contract players to 
cancel their air appearances. Paramount 
advised Mary Boland and Charles Ruggles 
to discontinue their eight-week series on 
the Lehn & Fink Sunday night Hall of 
Fume program over NBC Ccast to Coast 
hookup, and nixed Mae West appearing 
on the same program next Sunday. At 
the same time Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer re- 
fused permission to Lionel Barrymore to 
appear on Campbell’s soup program over 
CBS efter Barrymore had been signed for 
the program by Ralph Wonders, of the 
CPS Artists’ Bureau, who is on the Coast 
lining up picture names for ether pro- 
grams. 

In refusing these broadcast privileges, 
the two major studios are standing cn 2 
provision in their artists’ contracts which 
permits the studios to control the ex- 
clusive services of their players. The sud- 
den action is thought to have been 
brought about by recent flood of com- 
plaints coming into the studio from the 
exhibitors thruout the country complain- 
ing on the competition offered theaters by 
star performances on radio. No sooner 
had the cancellation orders been icsued 
than the local talent agencies started an 
immediate search for free 


lance players, of pl 


who are not under obligation to studios. 
Miriem Hopkins, ex-Paramount star, and 
Herbert Marshall were signed to replace 
Mae West on July 1 broadcast, and addi- 
tional free lance artists are being lined 
up to follow. 


NEW YORK, June 30.—Consensus of 
opinion here in radio circles is that the 
ban on some of the film stars for the air 
is as it should be and a boon to the radio 
artists of the line. Picture stars, as guests 
and otherwise, appearing on commercial 
programs for fat salaries were never viewed 
with favor by the average artist, nor net- 
work artist bureaus when the name talent 
was booked thru other channels. 


NBC in particular seems to have no 
worry anent the matter inasmuch as its 
Hall of Fame program for Lehn & Fink 
switches to CBS shortly, while the Wil- 
liam R. Warner Company program for 
Non-Spi, which has been heard on 
Wednesday nights, goes off the air soon, 
July 18 being the final broadcast for the 
Love Story shows. The latter also uses 
Hollywood talent. Ad agencies, however, 
like to fee] that the movie stars are avail- 
able. Networks feel that movie stars can 
be had for nothing any time a forth- 
coming picture is given a preview type 
ug.

Singers and instru- 
mentalists in the series will be selected 
by Frank Black, NBC musical director, 
and Ernest La Prade, assistant music 
counsel.

New Song Tips 


“Old Timer” 


By Andy Razaf and Paul Denniker. 
Published by Pollack Music Company, 
New York. 

In deference to the fact that, as we 
have been told, there is nothing “new 
under the sun,” a revamped effort of a 
familiar theme well done is worth while 
chronicling. As it should be, the idea 
lends itself to ballad form, with the 
wording and melody dovetailing in kind. 
An old friend wanders back to the fold 
of a pal. Evil days have fallen on the 
visitor, who is eagerly and cordially wel- 
comed with the assurance that the 
future, as far as he is concerned, is 
replete with real happiness. In the con- 
fines of a comfortable abode the two 
“get together,” chat of things past and 
yet to come and find after all they still 
have something in common. 

The prodigal, tho now showing signs 
of human decay, takes a philosophical 
survey of his new surroundings as he 
listens to the renewed interest in his 
behalf. In a past period, he is reminded, 
he had performed a service when his 
wellwisher was in need, which debt has 
not been forgotten. And for a telling 
climax the lyricist supplies these com- 
Pleting lines: “Who knows what the 
fates might do, I may wind up just 
like you!” 

There is plenty of feeling, mood and 
tenderness in the tune, an enlistment of 
sympathy which, when rendered by @ 
singer with voice and appeal, should 
aid in making the number register in 
effective fashion. Proper band and or- 
chestra arrangement ought to enhance 
its value, provided the dramatic pauses 
and interludes of pathos here and there 
are expertly blended.

NEW YORK, June 30.—There is indi- 
cation that the national office of the 
stagehands’ union has some new rules 
and regulations to hand out shortly, 
which from reports will make it tough 
for units. Altho other officials of the 
IATSE intimated otherwise, Louis 
Krouse, vice-president of the union, said 
there is nothing doing on that at pres- 
ent, but that there may be a story later. 
He said he was going to arrange a con- 
fab with Joe Vogel of Loew to discuss 
this matter. 


It is understood that the IA wants to 
call the units traveling shows, which 
would mean seven or eight stagehands 
instead of the four and five now carried. 
Also, it would involve about $15 more a 
man. Calling the units traveling shows 
would be basing them on the same scale 
as the contract which the IA had with 
Paramount-Publix when the circuit had 
its de luxe units. 


An argument which producers and 
circuits will offer will be one in which 
it will be shown that many of the 
shows are nothing but elaborate vaude 
shows. The band units, such as Abe 
Lyman and Duke Ellington, to which 
other acts were added to give them sub- 
stance, are not to be consfdered as units, 
according to parties concerned. 


The IA ruling that radio acts, carrying 
P-A systems, must have a stagehand 
with a traveling card, is the subject of 
much discussion. It is pointed out that 
these traveling card men must be paid 
$100 a week, and a lot of the radio acts 
rate no more than $350 a week. The 
contention is that the stagehand should 
be paid according to local scale and not 
the affixed price of $100. 


Biben Loses Three Spots; 
Now Has Total of 5 Days

lost three one-day stands Saturday when 
the Allegheny, Kent and Circle theaters 
here went straight pictures.

Before this plan is pvt into 


Moss Hears Bellit 
Stranding Claim 


NFW YORK, June 30.—Charges that 
Henry Bellit stranded a vaude troupe in 
China two months ago were aired yes- 
terday before Paul Moss, Commissioner 
of Licenses. Earl Edwards, dance direc- 
tor of the troupe, made the charge. 

Moss heard the arguments and said 
the testimony would go on file until 
needed. The License Department can 
act only if Bellit applies for a license. 
Bellit says he is a producer and that 
he has never been licensed. 

Edwards put on file a statement 
signed by himself and six performers, 
Bill Moran and Al Wiser, Robert Rhodes, 
Bobby Dale, Charlotte Siegrist and Sybil 
Bursk. These seven were able to leave 
Shanghai thru an arrangement by the 
American Consul with the American 
Community Chest Fund. Their passage 
to Seattle was paid. 

Edwards says one girl dropped out in 
Manila and that Eddie Conrad left China 
after the fourth week. Miss Bursk in- 
jured her leg in Tientsin and came home 
on her own. Edwards says that so far 
as he knows 11 girls are still in China. 

Bellit says he doesn’t know how many 
girls are still in the Orient. He claims 
they “jumped the show” and that he 
has certified statements they remained 
behind willingly. He says the perform- 
ers gave him a raw deal, that they 
wouldn’t rehearse, that they ran “hay- 
wire” and that they breached their con- 
tracts. He says he lost $10,000 and 30 
pounds in the venture. 


Billy House Chi Palace M.C. 


CHICAGO, June 30.—Billy House, re- 
cent featured comedian in All the 
King’s Horses, opens at the Palace July 
6 as master of ceremonies. There is a 
possibility that he will remain for a 
run. 


Nashville House Drops Vaud 


CHICAGO, June 30.—The Princess, 
Nashville, booked by Dick Hoffman out 
of the Billy Diamond office here, has 
discontinued vaudeville for the summer. 
Policy has been a stage band and three 
acts. Shows will be resumed in the 
early fall. 


Billy Rose Deluged by Squawwks 
As Girls and Singers Are Fired 


NEW YORK, June 30.—Billy Rose’s 
Music Hall ran into a mess of labor 
trouble this week. Rose’s attempts to 
trim down his budget brought a load of 
squawks from the singing waiters and 
the hostesses, many of them going to 
the NRA Regional Labor Board, the Po- 
lice Department, the American Federa- 
tion of Actors and the trade papers to 
air their grievances. The Labor Board 
is now probing the complaints. 

After promising the performers and 
waiters Sunday that no one would be 
let out the management dropped 46 
singing waiters and about 60 “Lonely- 
heart” hostesses Wednesday. The girls 
had rehearsed five weeks and had 
bought their own shoes and stockings. 
Rose paid those fired $20 for their one 
week’s work. A delegation of girls had 


previously complained to Police Head- 
quarters that no dough was in sight 
and Rose had been ordered to pay off 

The 100 singing waiters had rehearsed 
11 weeks. They got no salary, but de- 
pended on a five-way cut on tips with 
the regular union waiters, whom they 
assisted. The union waiters had 
squawked that dividing their tips with 
four “singing waiters” was not so hot, 
and this is believed to have forced the 
wholesale firings. 

As for the hostesses, some of them 
are used in the “wishing well.” They 
pose nude, four at a time, in one-hour 
shifts. 

With the near-by Casino de Paree 
closed the Music Hall is doing big busi- 
ness. The luncheon has been cut out. 
Only three shows a day now. 


effect the producer members of the or- 
ganization will te obliged to sign an 
agreement authorizing UPDA to act as a 
clearing house. One man or an agency 
will be designated to sell the units, con- 
tacting the organization at all times, 
however. For serving as a clearing house 
the UPDA would get a small fee for each 
engagement secured. 


The producers, in discussing this plan, 
brought out that the theater operators 
can’t get enough units, and it is ap- 
parent that the demand will stili be 
alive next season. They state that a 
lot of theater operators are skeptical about 
starting with units for fear that there 
are not enough to enable him to con- 
sistently carry on with that policy: Thtn 
a clearing house the operator is afforded 
an opportunity to see all units available, 


A clearing house, the producers poins 
out, has definite value to the producers 
themselves. Instead of dealing as in- 
dividuals, as they have in the past, they 
can deal collectively. This would mean 
better terms with the unions, and would 
enable a thoro picture of percentage terms 
with theaters. It would also put any 
theater on the spot in the event it did 
not meet a contract with any of the units. 


UPDA is at present having corporation 
papers drawn up for it to be a permancnt 
organization. It was formed at the time 
of the Motion Picture Industry Code was 
released, and it was this organization that 
fought so vigorously for individual repre- 
sentation of vaude in code affairs. 


Confusion Over 
Code in Detroit 


DETROIT, June 36— Inability to se- 
cure a definition from Washington as to 
what constitutes a theatrical “day” un- 
der the vaude ccde is responsible for 
holding up enforcement of the $7.50 
minimum in local theaters. Deputy Ad- 
ministrator William 8. Parnsworth wrete 
Harry Ward, president of the Detroit 
Entertainers’ Association, that such a 
definition would he issued shortly. The 
NRA offices have interpreted it, locally, 
to mean three shows, and, accordingly, 
the code price for a single show is $2.50. 


Ward charges the Ramona Theater, 
booked by Lew Kane, is paying $3 to $4 
for singles and $4 to $6 for doubles. 
Ward also cited an act playing Ben 
Cohn’s Senate Theater this week for $7, 
with a $2 “kickback” to the booking 
office. Jack Figaro, who booked the 
Senate, ridiculed Ward’s claims, stating 
there is no code in effect here and that 
there was no “kickback” on this act. 
The show is booked as a unit and Pigaro 
distributes the pavoff between the vari- 
ous acts on the bill. The act was paid 
its share of the proceeds, Figaro stated. 


Doubling of acts between two or more 
cafes and gardens in one night is to be 
stopped, according to Dante J. Dente, 
new legal adviser to the NRA offices 
here. Dente states such doubling is a 
violation of President Roosevelt’s policy 
of one man to one job. 


RKO May Put Vaude 
Back to Jefferson 


NEW YORK, June 30.—The nool be- 
tween RKO and Skouras Brothers on 14th 
street, involving the Academy and the 
Jefferson. will not be extended beyond its 
expiration date, August 31. 


RKO currently books the vaude into 
the Acadamy for Skouras and runs 
straight pix at the Jefferson, but with the 
breakup of the pool will most likely re- 
store vaude to the Jefferson.

Show 
was great except for some minor de- 
tails, but it was a pro-Baer audience 
and he clicks hand down. Runs 46 
minutes. Pix is Kiss and Make Up. 


The overture and the newsreel are 
like the preliminaries before the main 
event. Olshinetsky led the ork thru 
American folk songs, and Henrietta 
——— soloed excellently at the 
grand. 


On came the show, starting with the 
girl ensemble and Duke McHale. The 
Alton lassies hoof a la usual, but that 
McHale kid opens their eyes and pro- 
vides an early knockout. He's a per- 
sonality kid, energetic and a corking 
hard-shoe dancer. A bit of everybody in 
him and he’s due to come along. 

Yankee Doodle Ha-Ha Benny Rubin, 
back to the emsee ranks, follows and 
turns on the faucet for the laugh flow. 
Gives out with old dialectic stories such 
as the stutterer directing a guy to 
Libby’s Baths, but they're as funny as 
ever. Dances, too, but his is eccentric 
stuff and no conflict with McHale. 


Carolyn Marsh, from Al _ Siegal’s 
camp, isn’t such great shakes as a p.-a. 
warbler. She just sings nicely, and 
there’s nothing outstanding about her 
voice. As usual, the arrangements are 
clever. An annoyance to her and the 
audience was her frequent lifting of 
shoulder straps. She, too, fared to 
heavy applause, as who didn’t. Her 
encore led into the Alton Girls doing a 
flower number on the type of the Sara 
Strauss maidens, which looks like a 
holdover from the Easter show. Har- 
rison and Fisher work in it and, of 
course, their dancing elicits considerable 
applause praise. They are classy, clever 
and talented. 


Then came the giant killer and Cali- 
fornia’s gift to the ladies, Max Baer. 
Benny Rubin instead of Joe Humphries 
did the announcing and he stayed to 
stooge with Max. That Baer fellow has 
it. In a white double-breasted suit, his 
figure and face are set off just right. 
and the fems, of whom there were many, 
must have been chirping, “I wish he 
was mine.” He has a very pleasant 
stage presence and a charming speaking 
voice. Clowned cleverly with Benny, 
mostly about hurting Benny’s paw on 
handshaking. Sings Lucky Fellow from 
his recent pix and hoofs a chorus also 
with the Altonettes. 


Max even goes dramatic when he does 
a talking chorus in a song written for 
him by Dorothy Fields and Jimmy Mc- 
Hugh entitled Who Says That Dreams 
Don’t Come True? This leads into a 
flash finale, during which Miss Marsh is 
the envy of the ladies by hangi.g on to 
Max’s arm. Then working down in one, 
Max is still on with Benny and intro- 
duces his kid brother, Buddy. What a 
kid brother! He’s bigger than Max and 
could spot him from 25 to 50 pounds. 
He even croons a better number than 
Max, as seen by his handling of Thank 
You for the Lovely Evening. The trio 
did an off-to-Buffalo to one of the big- 
gest hands that was ever heard in this 
house.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, June 29) 


Putting the Duke Ellington unit to- 
gether as it is displayed at the Capitol 
this week was a neat job, other than 
that some needed pruning and a good 
ending were neglected. Ellington proves 
his mark as both a showman and a mu- 
sician, as well as the fact that he has 
some of the best brass musicians around. 
Does not rely on a flash vocal delivery 
or his own personality. He runs @ 
crack band and on this show has sur- 
rounded himself with some excellent 
talent, most of it dancing. 


With Ellington are Earl (Snake Hips) 
Tucker, Three Miller Brothers, Ivie 
Anderson and Palmer Brothers. Open- 
ing is well done, a dark stage revealing 
one light, and that on the leader at the 
piano. The spot shifts occasionally to 
introduce the other talent mentioned. 
One or two of the band’s numbers need 
shortening or faster pacing. Solos drag 
the numbers out too long, particularly 
since constant repetition of the song 
themes is involved. Tucker and the 
Miller Brothers are standouts. Tucker 
had to beg off after socking with his 
hip weaving, midriff rolling and gelati- 
nous knees. The Millers have a sock 
act, mainly because they dress up rapid- 
fire footwork thru the use of props. 
Closer is particularly outstanding when, 
after dancing on planks stretched be- 
tween two ladders, the planks are re- 
moved, leaving a small platform for 
some hot hoofing. 


Singing handled by the Palmer Broth- 
ers, who do okeh by the harmony and 
hot stuff. and Ivie Anderson. Miss 
Anderson pleased with a number from 
the picture It Ain’t No Sin and with a 
comedy number calling for the musi- 
cians to wisecrack. Ellington's music is 
variously torchy and smooth, his inter- 
pretation of Tiger Rag a honey, replac- 
ing the usual blatant handling of that 
number by a “whispering” treatment. 
In the St. Louis Blues a trombonist 
makes his horn do everything but recite 
the lyrics. Close is on an extremely 
auiet basis. It left a void. 

Picture is The Thin Man, and the 
house was filling up for the late show, 
despite record-breaking heat.

Roxy, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, June 29) 
(First Show) 

The biggest attraction in the amuse- 
ment game is at the Roxy this week, and_ 
the place was packed at the first show 
opening day in spite of a sweltering 
heat that would normally drive the cus- 
tomers to the beaches. The attraction 
in question is, of course, Miss Shirley 
Temple. She’s on the Roxy screen in 
Baby, Take a Bow (Fox), and the stage 
show that supports her is one good 
enough to bring the extra customers 
back for more. 

Plenty of kids in the audience, which 
made a couple of blue gags during the 
show appear in doubtful taste. Nothing 
in particular wrong with the gags, and 
they were innocuously enough delivered, 
but in view of the kid patronage to be 
expected with the picture they might 
have been deleted. 

Eddie Peabody is headlining on the 
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stage for his third straight week. He 
doesn’t emsee this time, coming on only 
for his own turn in next-to-shut. Plays 
his usual variety of classical and pop 
tunes on a variety of instruments that is 
even wider than usual, and goes over to 
a show-stop as always. It’s amazing the 
way a lad who is a straight instru- 
mentalist can invariably pull the mob 
the way he does. 

Plenty of dancing in the show, with 
the Gae Foster Girls contributing three 
nurabers, one a standout rope-skipping 
routine that opens the show. The ropes 
are Stroblited, making a very effective 
number and one that drew a heavy 
hand. The gals also furnish excellent 
background for Dawn and Darrow, an 
ace adagio duo, who are on in two spots 
and click nicely in both. The troupe 
ends the proceedings with a lovely 
dance, again with Dawn and Darrow’s 
aid, done while Dorothy Johnson sings. 
The number is the nearest thing to 
heavy production at this house in a 
long while, and it’s beautifully and 
tastefully done. Also adding to the 
dance total is Marie Le Flohic, who does 
a nice acro routine during the opening, 
which won her an enthusiastic and de- 
served hand. 

Comedy is also served plentifully, with 
Ted and Al Waldman coming on early 
in the show to do their black-face musi- 
cal and comedy turn, which clicked ex- 
cellently. Their slow, easy delivery 
squeezes out everything that’s in the 
material, and their harmonica horseplay 
is genuinely amusing. Bellett and Lamb 
also furnish laughs, and plenty of them, 
in their accustomed manner. Lamb is 
one of the best eccentric dancers and 
comedians in any branch of show biz, 
and Miss Bellett helps plenty, too. They 
had to beg off. 

The mob at the first show was as en- 
thusiastic as it was big, which helped.

Rosemary is 
still in the act and does a couple of 
dances. Closed with the carioca done in 
Marx Brothers’ makeup.

The Stage Revue, with Ted Cook and 
his orchestra in the background, opened 
with the Alton Girls doing a neat rou- 
tine.

The New Yorker number is opened by 
the Giersdorf Sisters singing Thank You 
for a Lovely Evening.

NEW YORK, June 30.—That Loew will have over 20 wetks of vaude at the 
start of the new season is the widespread report these days, with acts and agents 
fervently praying that it is true. While the circuit’s officials say there is nothing 
definite on this as yet, there is a strong likelinood that several of the additional 
weeks will emanate from the Poli houses now operated by Loew. More vaude might 
result from the Fox Mctropolitan nouses provided Loew is successful in its joint 


deal with Warner Bros. to take over those houses. 


the Fox Metropolitan deal, there are 20 
or more equipped with stages and which 
at one time used vaudefilm policies. 
Some of these spots are definitely in 
line for combo policies and await the 
facilities of a circuit such as Loew or 
Warner. This joint deal between Loew 
and Warner leads to the possibility of 
combining its vaudeville booking offices, 
altho it is not generally believed. 


The Poli houses, currently operated by 
Loew, are former vaudefilmers and the 
fall will probably see about four or five 
weeks of vaude there. Loew is now spot- 
booking acts into Poli houses, but it ic 
spasmodic booking. Luis Zingone has 
three dates in that territory, including 
the Poli. Springfield, week of July 6; 
Majestic, Bridgeport, week of July 13, 
ard Poli, Waterbury, July 28 to 31. 
Johnny Marvin plays Waterbury next 
week. 

Loew now has 12% vaude weeks, which 
does not include the week in Palisades 
Park. In addition, the booking office 
supplies several out-of-town houses with 
occasional attractions and units. The 
vaude bookers are J. H. Lubin, Marvin 
Schenck and Sidney Piermont. Lovis K. 
Sidney is the rroduction chief. Schenck, 
from all appearances, is being groomed 
for a theater-operating post and Piermont 
is due to move over to the de luxe books. 
Leo Cohen will probably go over to 
Piermont’s job when all this happens. 


14,000 Miles for One Week

NVA Factions 
Set for Court 


Supreme Court gets case--= 
both sides submit answers 
—out-of-court settlement?

NEW YORK, June 30.—With both sides 
playing for time and privately admit- 
ting the case might be settled out of 
court, the NVA, Inc., versus NVA Fund 
fight is slated to be heard in Supreme 
Court Monday. The Fund has already 
filed affidavits “submitted in opposition 
to the motion” and the NVA, Inc., is now 
preparing an answer. 


In its affidavits answering the NVA, 
Inc., plea that the Fund be thrown into 
a receivership pending final disposition 
of the suit, the Fund will ask the court 
to deny a receivership. The Fund will 
claim a receivership would make it im- 
possible for it to continue its only meth- 
od for raising money— the annual the- 
ater collections. 


It is understood the Fund answer will 
also claim the NVA, Inc., operation cost 
was too high. In his own affidavit Har- 
old Rodner, who is running the Fund, is 
said to deny he is a dummy for Harry 
M. Warner, as Henry Chesterfield had 
claimed in the original papers of the 
suit. Rodner is unqerstood repeating 
his contention that Mr. Warner is not in 
favor of spending Fund money for any- 
thing but charity. 


The receivership fight is important 
because it will have such an effect on 
final disposition of the entire suit. 
Meanwhile, Chesterfield is continuing 
his attack on the Fund. He said this 
week that the NVA, Inc., directors want 
to “get this over with once and for all.” 
Chesterfield says the NVA, Inc., owes 
about $50,000 now, this including un- 
paid funerals, hospital and medical bills, 
salaries, doles and free meals, operating 
expense, etc. If the NVA, Inc., loses its 
suit it may be thrown into receivership 
by the creditors. 

Rapping the Fund, Chesterfield says 
that when it reorganized secretly as a 
charity organization under a specially 
passed State law, it included in its new 
certificate cf purposes a clause to “pro- 
vide and care for the members of the 
Fund and other corporations.” He 
claims this constituted fraud. 

Rodner left Thursday for a vacation. 
Herman Levine is now taking care of 
things. Levine has moved the Pund of- 
fices to 1619 Broadway, where he is han- 
dling charity cases. William J. Lee, with 
the Fund since its inception 18 years 
ago, remains indefinitely. Altho slated 
to go, his experience and the fact that 
Rodner and Levine know little about 
the Fund have kept him on. 

The back-salary claims of 19 employ- 
ees of the NVA, Inc., against the 
Fund are being held up by the Labor 
Department pending final disposition of 
the suit.

Says Unemployed must 
work out own relief — 
McLaughlin is chairman

NEW YORK, June 30.—The necessity 
for unemployed actors taking matters in 
their own hands and becoming a driving 
force to hasten measures for their own 
relief was stressed at a meeting of the 
Actors’ Emergency Association at the 
Union Church last Friday night. Objec- 
tion was made to any official tie-up of 
Equity with future relief projects, tho at 
the same time speakers stressed the fact 
that such objection in no way repudiated 
loyalty to Equity, and tribute was paid to 
Mrs. Emily Holt, assistant Equity counsel, 
thru whose efforts, it was said, the 
original government grant was obtained. 
The general consensus was that relief was 
needed with less red tape and more speed. 

The meeting was opened by Louis 
Polan, executive secretary, who called for 
nominations for chairman. J. S. Mc- 
Laughlin was elected by acclamation. 
McLaughlin rapped the possibility of re- 
lief being administered thru producers 
(several managers having asked the gov- 
ernment for “save our stage” grants), 
saying that such a procedure would leave 
things as they now are, with names bene- 
fited and the rank and file still unem- 
ployed. He paid tribute to Mrs. Holt, and 
urged actors not to swallow “statistical 
platitudes” relative to the future, but to 
become within themselves a driving force 
to secure government aid to ameliorate 
their economic distress. 


Spencer Kimball stressed the fact that 
Aany real aid for unemployed actors must 
Phe brought about and administered by 

the tnemployed themselves. 

Red tape and the governmental ten- 
dency to refer needy actors back to their 
own overworked relief agencies were con- 
demned, and a motion was passed making 
eligible for membership in the Emergency 
Association any actors who could prove 
a solid vaudeville or dramatic background. 
Dues were set at 25 cents a month for 
employed members, and 5 cents a month 
for wnemployed members. 

Ollie Burgayne and Juanita Hall were 
elected to the executive committee to 
represent colored performers. ‘ 

The meting also sent out an appeal 
to unemployed actors in other cities, par- 
ticularly the Midwest, to join it in 4 
drive to gain common relief objectives. 


“Bay Tree” Coast Start 
After Many Difficulties 


SAN FRANCISCQ, June 30. — After 
many difficulties and much delay the 
Louis Macloon-Lucille Ryman produc- 
tion of The Green Bay Tree got under 
way, opening at the Columbia Theater 
Friday night, June 22, playing for one 
week.

FROW OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


There’s no particular reason for bringing up again the question of criticism 
and the way in which critics help or ruin the theater—except, perhaps, that some- 
where in the South some theater chain has objected to 2 newspaper’s new practice 
of reviewing motion pictures for its readers. That practice, says the theater chain, 
is highly unfair; the paper should go back to the old method of publishing a news 
report—saying that the picture is showing, and then adding a paragraph or two of 
blurbs written by the picture company’s press department. It is, adds the theater 
chain, as unfair to criticize picture product as it would be to criticize the gouds 
offered for sale in a department stcre. 

The squabble between that particular theater chain and that particular news- 
paper is, obviously, of not the slightest concern to this department. The arguments 
of the chain, however. summarize the chief arguments that have always been 
leveled against critics, dramatic as well as film. And they also summarize the 
asininity and narrow-mindedness, the mental puerility and brash self-seeking, of 
those who advance them. 


It’s always the departmeht store that is brought up. If a theater’s goods are 
criticized, then why not the offered for sale in the store? Even a theater 
executive, legit or film, should be able to find the answer. 

In a store a customer can see and evaluate what he is going to buy. He can 
look at it, even test it 'f he likes, and see precisely how it is going to measure up to 
his particular requirements. Does he possess the same privilege when going to see a 
picture or a play? Can he even get satisfaction afterwards, as he can in a store, by 
receiving his money back for inferior or unsatisfactory product? What would any 
theater manager say if a patron came to the box office after the second act, and 
wanted his money back because he didn’t like the show? 

Glibly, the theater men bracket stores ard theaters as two enterprises each 
having merchandise for sale. The bracketing is ridiculous, as even the theater men 
should see. The only way the two enterprises might possibly become analogous would 
be if the stores sold all their merchandise in wrapped packages, without allowinz 
the customers to see any of it before making a purchase, and without allowing them 
refunds and exchange privileges if the merchandise failed to satisfy. 

If that were the case—if any such situation could ever conceivably come about 
—then it would be not only the right but the absolute duty of all newspapers to 
tell their readers what they were asked to buy. And, what is more, it would be the 
newspapers’ duty to evaluate those goods for their readers, in order to prevent them 
from being taken in by unscrupulous or mistaken storekeepers. 


Store advertising may be verified by the customer before making the purchase; 
the goods may be seen and evaluated. No such thing is possible with plays or pic- 
tures, where the overwritten and ridiculously puffed ads are (except for newspaper 
reviews) the customers’ only index as to the worth of the merchandise offered. Not 
even the most rabid of theater men will claim that the ads of pictures and plays 
are invariably and scrupulously truthful. 

Since they are not, and since the reader must have some recourse short of 
buying a pig in a poke, any newspaper worthy of the name actually owes reviews of 
pictures and plays to the readers it claims to service. 

Do theaters think that collecting the admission charge from customers on the 
way out would be preferable to allowing reviews cf their attractions? 


working on such a plan. Most of them 
have been borne in by the flood of relief 
projects and most of them have been 
disguised as relief measures. Many pro- 
ducers have offered plans of one sort or 
another to save the stage and Eva 
Le Gallienne broke the papers months 
ago with a talk with Mrs. Roosevelt on 
that subject. 

There is, however, nothing sudden 
about the Equity plan and nothing based 
on a temporary emergency. The organiza- 
tion knows that relief must be ad- 
ministered in other ways and that a na- 
tional theater or a state theater must 
be a permanent institution founded on 
@ desire to bring the drama to the peo- 
ple, rather than on an effort to provide 
salaries for out-of-work actors. That last 
is — the proposed CCC camp project 
is for. 

Also, it is felt that a national] theater, 
in order to do any real good, must be 
in reality a state project and not based 
upon a single personality or organiza- 
tion. And it must also be the outgrowth 
of time and public opinion, rather than 
a gift thrown temporarily at a starving 
stage. 

Much work on the national tneater 
plan has been done by Douglas Wood on 
the Coast. Wood brought up such a plan 
at the Equity annual meeting in 1933. 
‘His suggestions were reported favorably 
by the council and since then Wood has 
been holding meetings on the Coast, 
gathering support for the project. Meet- 
ings have been held in Los Angeles, San 
Prancisco, Oakland and other Coast 
cities and they demonstrated conclusively 
that many people think that a national 
theater is as important to national life 
as museums, art galleries and free con- 
certs. 

“A classical theater would be of na- 
tional benefit to the commercial theater,” 
Frank Gillmore, Equity president, told 
The Billboard yesterday. “It would estab- 
lish standards, provide a great amount 
of publicity and tend to bring the thea- 
ter back into the consciousness of the 
American people. Equity members who 
favor such a plan should gex in touch 
with their Representatives, Senators and 
political parties. Every argument ad- 
vanced tends to weaken the objections to 
such a plan and to make it easier in the 
long run to reach the objective.” 

It is Equity’s idea that only thru a 
long campaign to awaken public inter- 
est and to educate people to the stage 
can a really permanent national theater 
be established. To that end it is en- 
deavoring to marshal public opinion for 
a project that would finally give the 
American theater a place in public life 
comparable to that enjoyed by the thea- 
ter in practically all European countries, 


“Men” Clicks in London 


LONDON, June 30.—Men in White is 
one of the first plays of the current sea- 
son that has been lked beth here and 
in New York. After running the entire 
season in New York and winning the 
Pulitzer Prize, it opened here Thursday 
night under the sponsorship of Gilbert 
Miller and won the acclaim of both press 
and public. The presentation had been 
delayed several times because of objec- 
tions of censoring officials to certain of 
the scenes. Its locale was changed to 
England, with the rewriting being done 
by Merton Hodge. 

The operation scene was particularly 
successful last night. Robert Douglas 
played the young doctor, done in New 
York by Alexander Kirkland. Lewis Cas- 
son played the Edward Bromberg psrt, 
Jill Esmond was the fiancee and Joan 
Marion the nurse. 

The premiere was a gala event, with 
Prince George, Princess Helena Victoria, 
Princess Marie Louise and a host of 
celebrities in attendance. 
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Child Loses Plagiary Suit, But 
Gets Enough To Donate Anyhow 


NEW YORK, June 30.—In spite of the 
fact that Richard Washburn Child lost 
his plagiarism suit against James Hagan, 
author of One Sunday Afternoon, and 
Leo Peters and Leslie J. Spiller, the 
play’s producers, he came out head 
of the game and will donate profits of 
the suit to the Authors’ League Fund, 
to be used for the relief of needy 
writers. Just what the proceeds will 
amount to is not yet known. 


Seeming paradox came about thru the 
unwillingness of Paramount receivers to 
stand what they thought might be a 
long-drawn-out legal battle. Child en- 
tered his suit, claiming that One Sunday 
Afternoon was plagiarized by Hagan 
from Child’s own The Avenger, and ask- 
ing for a total of a cold million from 
the author, producers and the three 
Paramount subsidiaries involved in turn- 
ing the play into a picture. Para decided 
not to take chances on a suit and set- 
tled for a reported $2,500. Hagan, how- 
ever, hotly denied any possible plagia- 
Trism and the legit producers stood be- 
hind him to fight it out. 

Suit was settled last week when Fed- 
eral Judge John M. Woolsey said that 
he was satisfied that “there was no 
plagiarism” and that “the charges are 
absolutely unwarranted.” Hagan, Peters 
and Spiller therefore pay nothing, tho 
the Para settlement, of course, still 
stands. Child must pay all court costs, 
according to a ruling passed two years 
ago which provides that, in plagiary 
cases, the plaintiff must pay all costs 
if his charges are found to be unwar- 
ranted. The ruling was passed because 
of the then current flood of plagiary 
charges made by people anxious to get 
notoriety and a possible cash settlement, 
while the defendants, even when exon- 
erated, where forced to go to heavy legal 
expense. The ruling was hailed by 
writers everywhere. First two suits to 
come under it, with plaintiff paying ex- 
penses, were those against Strange Inter- 
lude and Of Thee I Sing. That seemed 
to discourage repetitions.

This is usually followed by a shower of 
cash and gifts by the soft-hearted va- 
cationists. Then the partners divvy up. 


The birthday gag is another. The 
director gets word around that he will 
soon be overwhelmed by a birthday and 
allows himself to be “persuaded” to put 
on a special Birthday Show—which is 
always good for gifts and cash. 

Last summer one director developed 
a crop of bunions when he put on a 
“Dance-With-Every-Woman Night.” It 
seems a 70-year-old Delilah complained 
to the resort proprietor that the s. d. 
had not danced with her all summer. 
The proprietor complained to the s. d. 
and the s. d. had to get on the job. 

As tho working conditions weren't 
tough enough, the s. d.’s are often given 
wage cuts the second or third week, the 
proprietor figuring it would be difficult 
for them to get another good seasonal 
job so late.

Mr. Moore, who was in charge of the 
performers comprising the barn dance 
unit testified before the Illinois State 
adjuster of the NRA board that he had 
made a contract before the code had gone 
into effect, which provided that he was 
to receive $27 a day for his performers. 
This was to cover all transportation and 
other expenses, and amounted to about 
$19.25 per week paid to each actor. 
Rooney of EPA insisted that in view of 
the code covering performers of that type,

the criginal contract should be ignored 
and that the performers should receive 
the full benefit of the code, which pro- 
vides a minimum of $25 a week for per- 
formers of less than two years’ experi- 
ence. This contention was unanimously 
upheld by the government officials pres- 
ent at the hearing and the broadcasting 
company was ordered to pay the differ- 
ence as well as the previously incurred 
expenses of transportation from station 
to station and return. 


George Ferguson and attorneys for the 
Artists’ Bureau who were representing the 
radio station were given the option of 
appealing the decision to the Federal 
Court. However, believing that such ef- 
forts would prove futile, they decided to 
pay the back salaries at once without 
recourse to court action. 


Mr. Rooney stated in an interview with 
The Billboard representative: “This victory 
is to be regarded merely as the first gun 
fired in a general offensive now being 
launched by the Entertainers’ Protective 
Association against unfair practices in 
the show business and to guarantee the 
enforcement of the NRA code. We wil! 
not rest until this chronic type of vicious 
exploitation of the performer is abolished. 
In spite of any selfish criticism or jealous 
opposition coming from those who have 
talked for years and have done nothing 
for the actor, we shall march forwar. 
with determination until a new deals 
have been achieved for the performer.” 


Among the activities into which the 
association has entered is the effort to 
eliminate the “try-out” houses fostered 
by some of the larger theatrical organiza- 
tions, using such methcds as auditions, 
“discovery nights” and like dodges to 
employ actors without paying them. 
Some success has already been achieved 
in this work, according to Rooney, and 
a hearing is now pending, he said, with 
refercnce to the “quest for talent” in- 
stituted by the State-Lake Theater.

The Bohemian Girl in Westchester 
came to the Lyric Theater Monday night, 
classified as stock and presented at low 
and “popular” prices. The prices are 
undoubtedly low, but whether they will 
prove popular is doubtful, since they 
carry the burden of the show upon their 
shoulders. Strictly speaking, the piece 
is titled Gypsy Blonde, but it is an at- 
tempted modernization of that grand 
old Balfe light-opera masterpiece, The 
Bohemian Girl, with the taste and in- 
telligence of The Rover Boys at the 


North Pole or Tom Swift in the Jungle. 
Soc to this department it remains The 
Bohemian Girl in Westchester, and noth- 
ing more. 

Westchester, according to the evidence, 
was the wrong place for the Bohemian 
Girl to go. She there becomes the 
daughter of Phillip Arnheim, a million- 
aire manufacturer, instead of the child 
of Count Arnheim of Hungary. Thad- 
deus, the Polish nobleman under ban, 
becomes Trusty, a young rake who es- 
caped from Sing Sing, where he was 
wisely placed because of youthful par- 
ticipation in a Communist riot. Cus- 
tomers at the Lyric are apt to deplore 
the present increase of jail breaks. 


Arline runs away with the gypsy 
band of her own accord, because she 
doesn’t want to marry the tipsy (and 
terrible) English noblemian to whom she 
is engaged, and she tarries with the mer- 
ry makers for four weeks instead of the 
original 12 years. In the end she gets 
Trusty his pardon because the governor 
is one of her buddies. Political parties, 
please note. 

There is still a charm and a flavor 
about the original Bohemian Girl. The 
book is an anachronism in this day and 
age, but a delightful one. The book 
of Gypsy Blonde is merely a pain in the 
neck—a very boring pain in the neck, 
if that happens to be possible. Also, 
in the effort of Dmitri Ostrov, the pro- 
ducer, to pep things up, several musical 
numbers are interpolated, notably a cari- 
oca. Maybe the gypsies picked it up 
somewhere in Latin America. If so, it 
was just as ill-advised as picking up 
Arline. About the only thing left for 
them to acquire was a rash. 


New and unspeakable (it’s a pity they 


weren't also unsingable) lyrics are fitted 
to some of the Balfe tunes, tho I Dreamt 
I Dwelt in Marble Halls and Then You'll 
Remember Me still remain in the ver- 
sions in which generations of light-opera 
lovers have sung them. Offhand it 
would seem that the original versions of 
those two songs could hardly be ruined 
under any circumstances, but they man- 
age to get themselves ruined at the 
Lyric as they're sung by Isabel Hender- 
son and Georges Trabert, as Arline and 
Trusty, respectively. Miss Henderson 
thruout gives a nice impression of a 
night-club blues shcuter, and Mr. Tra- 
bert mugs Ineffectively and doesn’t seem 
to pay enough attention to the music. 
Jchn Dunsmure sings the gypsy leader's 
role in a nice basso, Belle Didjah does 
two solo dances and the chorus is capa- 
ble and pretty—tho the lasses fail to 
suggest either gypsies or Westchester de- 
butantes. 


Gypsy Blonde is getting some billing 
competition from the Republic’s bagnio 
of burlesque next door, where Gypsy 
Rose Lee is headlining. Miss Lee, who 
was taken out of burlesque to be 
glorified by the late Plorenz Ziegfeld and 
the early Billy Rose, is now back at her 
cld stand. The prices at the Republic - 
are even lower than those at the Lyric, 
and it’s quite within the realm of pos- 
sibility that Gypsy Rose offers a far 
more entertaining evening than Gypsy 
Blonde. EUGENE BURR.

It is understood that Para executives 
and the banks and bondholders’ com- 
mittees have been trying to come to 
some definite agreement on the situation, 
but thus far the ideas have failed to jell.

Mrs. Belmont Resigns 


NEW YORK, June 30. — Mrs. 
August Belmont, president of the 
Motion Picture Research Council, 
has resigned, but will continue as 
an active member of the organiza- 
tion. Her successor will be chosen 
next week at a meeting in Wash- 
ington. 

At the meeting a means of 
co-operating with the Catholic 
and Protestant church movements 
against salacious films will be de- 
veloped.

Denver To Appeal 
New Zoning Setup 


DENVER, June 30.—Four appeals have 
been taken to the Code Authority from 
the zoning and clearance schedule re- 
cently set up fcr Denver. 


The Webber, Rex and Federal, all 
neighborhood houses, are all complain- 
ing about the double-feature section, 
which cuts the protection time for such 
pictures in half. They point out that the 
code does not place double feature in un- 
fair trade practices and claim that the 
local zoning board exceeded its au- 
thority in penalizing them. 

Harry Huffman, controlling eight thea- 
ters here, four of which are first-runs, 
entered a blanket appeal. He objects also 
to the double-feature clause, as well as 
several others, and asked for time to 
prepare his appeal. 


Heat Hurts Oklahoma 


OKLAHOMA CITY, June 30. — Poor 
business conditions and hot weather in 
general over the State have bit into 
gross, many exhibitors over the State 
complain. Harvest has kept farmers out 
of town and this has been a big factor 
in cutting down theater receipts in the 
rural districts as well as in some of the 
cities. Hot weather has chased folks in 
the cities to the parks and swimming 
pools, thereby cutting down matinees 
considerably the past four weeks. Bet- 
ter grosses are not looked for until fall. 


MPTOA Starts Active Campaign 
To Eliminate Double Features 


NEW YORK. June 30. — The Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America have 
come out openly with a bulletin to mem- 
bers advocating a national ban on double 
features. The bulletin urges all local units 
to fight for the setting back on clearance 
schedules all houses on a double-bill 
policy. 

It is admitted that the organization 
was not successful in having the distrib- 
utors prohibit double features of its 
product, but asks that local units work 
with exchanges for local restrictions. As 
an alternative, it is suggested that where 
possible to have zoning and clearance 
board delay product to dual bill -houses. 

The bulletin condemns the Motion Pic- 


ture Research Council, claiming that 
organization is in favor of non-theatrical 
competition. The council, according tc 
the bulletin, ffustrated the efforts of the 

A to have non-theatrical com- 
petition banned in the code. 


The church campaign against salacious 
films is a problem of the producers, says 
the bulletin, and they have accepted 
the responsibility of cleaning up. 


Just how the bulletin will set with 
the members of the organization who ate 
on a double-bill policy remains to be 
seen. It is known that the affiliated 
theaters are against the doubles and 
there is every reason to believe that the 
bulletin was inspired by these interests. 


If the move is 
correct, studios believe it will have the 
desired effect. A short time ago the 
power of okehing pictures was given to 
a committee of producers, but later Joe 
Breen, Hays representative, was given 
sole say on whether or not a picture 
should be given general release, but no 
punishment was set aside for violators. 
The $25,000 assessment is considered 
enough teeth to enforce the rule. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., June 30.— 
Harry Warner. president of Warner EPros., 
in passing thru here on his way to New 
York says pictures as they are now made 
please 95 per cent of the public. 

He claimed that the remaining 5 per 
cent constitutes a militant and vocal 
group. He stated that Warners have 
never produced a picture that he would 
be ashamed to have his own children 
witness. He said that if the hoycott 
group is sincere it will work with the 
producers in bringing about better pic- 
tures. 


OMAHA, June 30.— The Independent 
Theater Owners in the Omaha district 
have gone on record as favoring the 
movement of religious organization end 
encourage and support their campaign 
against block booking and selling of pic- 
tures. 


Chicago Board Says 


Screeno Is Lottery 

CHICAGO, June 30—At the weekly 
meeting “of the Grievance Board of the 
local Code Authority Screeno was de- 
termined as a lottery and a direct vio- 
lation of the code. The decision was an 
important one, inasmuch as it is being 
used in approximately half of the 350 
theaters in Chicago and many’ more in 
this territory Determination was 
brought about on the complaint of the 
Garden Theater, Indiana Harbor, Ind., 
against the Indiana of the same town.

Another important case was that of 
the Rosewood, Chicago, which challenged 
the right of all major producers to keep 
it from running double features. Due 
to a major producer’s representative 
being a regular member of the board, 
the case could not be heard and was 
referred to the New York NRA Office. 


Balaban & Katz filed 12 complaints 
against various houses for premature 
advertising. They were: Tower vs. Pic- 
cadilly, Southtown vs. Englewood, Bel- 
mont vs. Lincoln, Southtown vs. Linden 
Tower vs. Jackson Park; Berwyn, Berwyn 
vs. Ritz, Roxy and Villas, Berwyn; Pan- 
theon vs. Bryn Mawr, Lakeside vs. Bryn 
Mawr, North Shore vs. Howard and How- 
ard vs. Oak. The respondents were all! 
ordered to cease the practice. 


Low Admissions Snag 
For Pittsburgh Board

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BOYCOTT IS BEARING DOWN 


Business in Small Towns Is Hit 
20%; Look for Wholesale Closings 


Estimated that 25 per cent of small indies will be forced 
out of Business—key spots not affected—producers 
make honest effort to clean up pictures

NEW YORK, June 30.—With the film boycott well under way, its effects are 
being felt. In the New York area, outside of Manhattan, business in many instances 
has dropped off as much as 20 per cent in the smaller houses and unless some relief 
arrives it is estimated that one-quarter of all the small indie houses will be forced 
to close until the boycott is lifted. At the moment there is no indication that the 
churches will call off the boycott until it is conclusively proven that the Hollywood 
producers are in earnest regarding clean films. There are many films on the shelf 


ready for distribution and contracted for 
by exhibs to go thru several more months 
or until the new product is ready. In this 
case the boycott is good for several 
months and it will spell ruin for many 
independent exhibitors. 


Not only is New York feeling the pinch, 
but Philadelphia is now taking it on the 
chin. It is noticeable that the smaller 
towns are being hit hardest. It is con- 
sidered unlikely that the first-runs in 
key spots will notice any failing off in 
patronage. 


The distributors are expected tc feel it 
when the small theaters start closing and 
the market is lost to distributors. No 
distributor can get by on bookings from 
key spots alone and it is a foregone con- 
clusion that every major company will 
feel the wallop. 

Producers are now bending over back- 
ward in an effort to affect a moral at- 
titude. Writers have been ordered to go 
in for whit>wash on a large scale and all 
sex and dirt are to be eliminated. 


This week the New York censors tack a 
look at Mae West’s It Ain’t No Sin and 
turned thumbs down on it. The censors 
wanted to know what “It” meant and 
there was no answer. Paramount has 
sent the celluloid back to Ilol!ywood for 
eliminations and retakes to make it ac- 
ceptable. The title has had $1,000,000 
worth of publicity and all this will be 
lost. Werner's DuBarry also goes to the 
laundry for cuts and retakes. 

It is the opinion here that now that 
the churches have found their power 
they make it tough for anything that 
even approaches risoue and will, in all 
probability, set pictures back inasmuch 
as it will certainly kill off a Jarge part of 
adult patronage. 

Producers are not minimizing the 
seriousness cf the situation and are 
known to be greatly alarmed at the trend 
of events. They are trying to pacify the 
boycott groups, but the churches are 
distrustful and are afraid of another 
series of promises. Knowing they have 
the upper hand the boycotters are going 
to play it for all it is worth. 


Kentucky Houses Open 


For Sunday Pictures 

DANVILLE, Ky.. June 30. — For the 
first time in its history Danville had 
Sunday motion pictures when the Ken- 
tucky Theater opened its doors at 2 
o’clock for a continuous run thru 11 
o’clock at night. Opening of the show 
here signaled repeal of Kentucky's “Blue 
Sunday” law, which banned amusements 
on Sunday, and climaxes a fight over a 
period of years to exhibit shows on 
Sundays in Danville. 

On several previous occasions theaters 
in Danville attempted to open on Sun- 
day, but bowed to protest and remained 
closed. With shows operating in Lexing- 
ton, Lawrenceburg and other larger cit- 
ies thruout the State, Danville still re- 
mained without Sunday movies 

Local business men have long favored 
Sunday movies, pointing out that nu- 
merous local citizens motor to Lexington 
on Sundays to see shows there, and that 
now these citizens will remain in Dan- 
ville and that out-of-town visitors will 
be attracted to Danville by Sunday 
shows, which will benefit Danville mer- 
chants.

On Sandwich Show 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 30.—Manager 
Charlie Mensing of the Orpheum The- 
ater was fined $15 in city court after 
opening the theater on Sunday as a 
sandwich shop with free movies. More 
than 3,300 people braved a stormy day 
to attend the Sunday show, paying 40 
cents for a sandwich and drink and see- 
ing a free movie. 

Aaron Courshon and Mort D. Gold- 
berg, Chicago partners in the Orpheum 
company flew to Memphis by plane 
Wednesday to join Mensing in his legal 
battle for Sunday shows here. They 
announced plans to appeal the judge’s 
fine to a higher court, and it was inti- 
mated that an injunction might be 
sought so that they could open the 
theater on Sunday in the meantime. 

Memphis has never seen anything like 
the “sandwich show” which started out 
as a gag in a discussion between a news- 
paperman and theater managers of the 
situation created by the showing of free 
movies at the Peabody Hotel here in 
conjunction with the Sunday night din- 
ner. Howard Waugh, Warner zone man- 
ager, had Bill Hendricks, manager of the 
local Warner, take out a cafe license, 
but the New York office said nix and 
the Warner remained closed. 

The Orpheum, however, went ahead 
and attracted a nice crowd despite the 
bad weather and a poor box-office at- 
traction on the screen. The sandwich 
and drinks. together with tables and 
chairs, were installed in the lobby, wait- 
resses were employed and the whole 
thing ran off smoothly in best cafeteria 
style. It was a great success and Man- 
ager Mensing believes he has found a

The rea- 
son for nixing “Scandals” is said 
to be because it is “artistically in- 
ferior and of immoral character.” 

It is believed here that the real 
reason for the ban is because Can- 
tor, the star, and Goldwyn, the pro- 
ducer, are Jews. 


Fight Pictures Click 
In Pittsburgh Area 


PITTSBURGH, June 30.—If all their 
movie bills were as sure-fire box-office 
champs as is the current drawing power 
of Max Baer, then local exhibitcrs would 
agree that prosperity has turned that 
well-known corner. 

It’s been nothing but Baer here for 
the last two weeks. The Fulton first 
acquired exclusive rights on the Baer- 
Carnera fight film, and the large crowds 
who turned out to see it forced the 
management to hold it for another week 
and place its feature picture in second 
position. The Warner is showing a brief 
talk between Max Baer and Jack Demp- 
sey and ballyhoos it more than its regu- 
lar twin bill. Now the Harris-Family 
finally succeeded in landing the Baer- 
Carnera fight film for its East Liberty 
showing and has informed the public 
about it a week in advance. 

Neighborhood theaters are replaying 
the Baer-Carnera feature, The Prize- 
fighter and the Lady. Both chain and 
independent houses report splendid box- 
Office results. 


Ky. Exhibs Pass Tax 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 30.—Louisville 
theater owners are adding one cent to 
the price of each adult theater ticket to 
take care of Kentucky’s three-cent gross 
receipts tax law, Fred Dolle, president 
of the Louisville Photoplay Association, 
has announced. No tax will be added, 
however, to tickets for children. Ee- 
cause collection of an exact three per 
cent tax on each theater ticket would be 
impracticable, this plan was devised to 
reach an approximate sum, Mr. Dolle 
said. He added that the plan was ap- 
proved by members of the State Tax 
Commission during a conference in 
Prankfort.

French Demands May 


Force U. S. 


Distributors To Leave Market 


NEW YORK, June 30.—Unless steps 
are taken by the State Department to 
straighten out the quota placed on 
American films in France, the Americans 
will withdraw from that country. 
France this week put a quota on Ameri- 
can films and boosted the tariff to such 
an extent it will be impossible for 
American producers to do business in 
that country. 


For the last two years France has 
singled out American films,as a means 
of striking at American imports. On 
several occasions American producers 
were on the point of appealing to the 
State Department, but each time France 
backed down. The new obstacles now 
placed against U. S. pictures look like 
the last straw. 

The quota would not be so bad were 
it not for the fact that Germany is 
favored over the United States and 
has nothing placed in the way of film 
imports. The Americans cannot see the 
justice and unless France again steps 
down the Americans will ask for retalia- 


tory measures against France. Inasmuch 
as practically no French films are tm- 
ported into this country, there is every 
reason to believe that French luxuries 
will be taxed to the limit. 


It would not be at all surprising if 
the American film people closed their 
French offices and throw thousands of 
French workers out of employment. 


Coupled with the squawks from the 
Americans, the French exhibitors have 
threatened to close their .houses and 
thus deprive the government of much- 
needed taxes. The exhibs claim they 
cannot make money by showing French 
and German flickers and that only the 
U. S. stars are draws. 


The combined output of French and 
German film is not enough to keep the 
houses of France going. 


It is expected that France will recede 
a little in her demands, but not enough 
to make it sufficiently attractive for 
American distributors to function in 
that country.

Giveaways Causing 


Trouble in Denver 


DENVER, June 30.—Thirteen theaters 
that have been giving away $600 each 
week have discontinued when informed 
by District Attorney Earl Wettengel that 


the practice was illegal and a violation 
of State law. 


Harry Huffman, operator of several 
first-run theaters in Denver, gave away 
an auto every other week among his 
eight houses scattered over the city, and 
the stunt packed the houses. 


The 13 opposition thought it a mighty 
good idea and started giving away an 
auto a week, later on they changed it to 
giving away $600 a week among 13 the- 
aters, but the Huffman theaters stayed 
with the auto give-away idea and plan 
to continue auto drawings during the 
summer. 


It is reported that several other the- 
aters here will continue giveaways that 
will not violate State or national laws. 
Bank night, which the sponsors claim 
does not violate lottery laws, continues 
to draw splendid. The winner is an- 
nounced outside of the theater as well 
as in, he can then enter and claim the 
money without buying a ticket if he 
is registered in the bock, which is placed 
where anyone can sign it without hav- 
ing to buy a ticket. 


Many theater men express the opinion 
that the local Grievance Board will have 
its share of grief in deciding about va- 
rious give-away stunts—-which are legal 
and which are illegal—in the near 
future. : 


Buffalo Exhib Claims 
Code Unconstitutional 


BUFFALO, June 30.—Appeal to the 
National Code Authority of the motion 
picture industry of a decision against 
price reductions thru a lottery marks the 
latest and probably final step in the 
case of Edwin Wick, of the Majestic 
Theater, Buffalo, naborhood picture 
house, in what code observers’ and in- 
terpreters declare the first action of its 
kind in the country. Wick twice was 
crdered to cease and desist use of mer- 
chandise lotteries and twice five film 
distributors were instructed to stop de- 
liveries of product to his theater. 

Louis Isenberg, owner of the New 
Ariel Theater, about two blocks from the 
Majestic, complained to the Grievance 
Board about Majestic merchandise and 
groceries giveaways. On the first hear- 
ing the complaint was found justificd 
and Wick was crdered to cease and desist 
in seven days, failure so to do to be pe- 
nalized by refusal of the distributors to 
supply pictures. On the day before the 
latter order was to become effective 
Wick instituted two suits in State Su- 
preme Court. One was against the 
Grievance Board to prevent it from en- 
forcing provisions of the code, which 
Wick contended was unconstitutional, 
and the other against the film distribu- 
tors to compel them to carry out con- 
tracts which he and they had signed. 


Warners Out of Germany 


BERLIN, June 30. — Warner Bros. 
have decided to abandon their offices ‘n 
this country and call it a day. It is 
understood that the Hitler restrictions 
on fcreign pictures has made it impos- 
sible to operate at a profit.

Boycott Hits Studios 


HOLLYWOOD, June 30. — The 
film boycott has upset all studio 
plans and there is considerable run- 
ning around in circles here. The 
stories announced and ready to start 
shooting have, in many instances, 
been declared too torrid and have 
been called off, while others go back 
to the writers for toning down. 

In the meantime players and 
technicians are drawing salaries 
while the production managers are 
tearing their hair. It looks as tho 
it will be months before the studios 
regain their old-time smooth opera- 
tions. 


Seattle Council Split 
On Censorship Board 


SEATTLE, Wash., June 30. — Seattle’s 
city council has been split wide open due 
to a controversy over issues connected 
with the board of theater censors. This 
was due in part to the election of Mayor 
William Smth. Two of the council voted 
to override the veto of the former mayor 
and increase the membership of the board 
from five to nine. Two others, however, 
agreed to sustain the veto, they contend. 
ing that a smaller committee could func- 
tion more effectively than a large one. 

The majority of the council were 
against allowing the theater censors power 
to censor theater advertising matter, the 
chairman declaring that it had been de- 
cided in the courts that such legislation 
was illegal. 


Actors’ Guild Frowns 
On Beauty Contests 


HOLLYWOOD, June 30. — The Screen 
Actors’ Guild has gone on record as op- 
posed to all contests designed to bring 
winners to Hollywood. It is claimed here 
that once the beauts arrive they stick 
here regardless of their chances to crack 
the films. 

In spite of the Guild, Columbia Picture 
is staging a contest for the best locking 
farm girl, and scouts and exploitation 
men are now out in the hinterlands 
searching for rustic beauty. 


Logansport Changes 


LOGANSPORT, Ind., June 30. — The 
Luna and Paramount theaters here, 
which have been operated for several 
years under the management of Mallers 
Brothers Corporation, of Fort Wayne, 
have been purchased by the Roxy 
Theater Corporation, of Chicago. They 
will be operated under the name of the 
Cass Theater Corporation, according to 
an announcement this week. The Luna 
Theater will continue in operation with 
H. C. Sullivan as manager, with con- 
tinuous shows from 1:15 p.m. until

Lincoln May Open 

LINCOLN, June 30.—Lincoln will get 
a chance to vote whether or no on Sun- 
days being opened this fall, according 
to a group here sponsoring the circula- 
tion of petitions for that vote. This 
town has been tight against the open- 
Sunday vote every time it has been at- 
tempted, but the last count was made 
almost a decade ago and the youthful 
voters interested have gained in number 
to offset the older restriction of the local 
population, which has mostly retired. 

Opening of seven days here would 
bust the last stronghold in this section 
of the country. 


New Chi Warner House 


CHICAGO, June 30.—Plans are being 
drawn for a new 1,500-seat motion pic- 
ture theater to be erected at 95th street 
and Ashland avenue by the Warner 


Brothers. Work is expected to begin 
within three or four weeks. House will 
be called the Beverly and is the first 
one to be built here in several years.

Punishment 


U a thoro checkup we have found that in the East 

the theater boycott has already caused a falling off of 

20 per cent in patronage in the smaller cities. This 

in most cases is the difference of being able to operate a 

theater and closing it down. The answer appears to be that 
closing will be the more profitable move. 


For years the independent exhibitor has pleaded with 
producers to give him clean films in order that he might 
exist. He has been laughed at. It is now no laughing matter. 
There are not enough clean films on hand to keep the houses 
of the country open. Exhibitors cannot get by on one pic- 
ture a week, even supposing it were possible to obtain one 
untainted film per week. 


The producers are worried, but they are not nearly as 
worried as the exhibitors. The producers brought about 
the sad state of affairs, but the theater owner is going to 
take the punishment. The producers can start making clean 
films and their investment will not be lost, but the theater 
man cannot afford to darkén his house for months and ex- 
pect to make a successful comeback. He is licked. 


It is conceded that the affiliated houses in key cities will 
not feel the boycott. They depend largely on transient pat- 
ronage, but the small towner with his family trade has no 
out. There is not a single bright spot on the horizon. 


Those who are going to be able to weather the storm 
will come out of it with a flattened bank roll and an elegant 
case of the jitters, but they will be tough. They are going to 
make the life of a film salesman no bed of roses and it will 
be reflected in the receipts of the distributors. 


It is going to bring about the abolition of block book- 
ing whether the producers like it or not. The price, however, 
is too high. Many exhibitors will be sunk without trace and 
the work of a lifetime destroyed before their eyes. 


It is not to the credit of the industry that the produc- 
ers thru lack of foresight or downright stupidity can destroy 
an exhibitor who is innocent of all blame. Any group of 
business men who require an avalanche to make them de- 
termine right from wrong should not be at the helm of an 
industry as large as this. 


Exhibitors frankly state that they see no way out of 
the situation. They have their choice of operating at a loss 
for an indefinite period or closing their houses and calling 
it a day. They are up against a situation that they. have 
never before been called upon to face and they admit there 
is no way out. 


It is too bad the producers cannot be made to pay for 
the damage they have caused. It is primarily their handi- 
work, but it can only be chalked up to education, however 
costly and brutal. Len Morgan.

This is an unbelievably godawful pic- 
ture that exhibitors would be glad to 
sidetrack if they could. Our suggestion 
is that you don’t brag too much about 
this one and accept it as one of the 
baddies you must have to get the good- 
ies. 

It’s a flukie tale of a doctor, played 
by Warner Baxter, who has been mon- 
keying around with epidemic serums. 
Some of his patients die, and the papers 
blister out with stories condemning him 
as a quack. In desperation he flees to 
the Canary Islands. A lot takes place 
‘on the boat. Madge Evans, an unhappy 
frau of a planter, falls for the big he- 
man doctor and later on contributes her 
services aS a nurse when the doctor 
stems a fever epidemic and returns to 
England a national hero. 

Others in the picture are Marjorie 
Rambeau, as a proprietress of a ques- 
tionable hotel and considerably over- 
plaved; Zita Johann, who turns in a ca- 
pable performance as a nurse, and Roger 
Imhof, as an ex-pug, is okeh.

In replying to Mr. Murray’s recent in- 
quiry in The Forum as to methods used 
in putting elephants to death, I would 
like to say that while I am not an old- 
timer, I have been

death. They were 
both killed by gun- 
fire, as he calls it. I also know about 
several others. During the season of 
1928, when Rio, known as Hiah, a male 
on the Ringling Show, was shot for start- 
ing a “lam” in New Haven, Conn., I was 
working for George Denman, boss ele- 
phant man, and I was in the inclosure 
with the bull when he was shot. 

He was laid down, as tho to do a cover, 
and chained that way. A new one and 
a half inch rope was fastened to six long 
stakes driven inte the ground about 15 
feet from him on his right opposite his 
neck and then tied around his neck in a 
slipknot and the other end fastened to a 
Mack tractor, The tractor was driven 
ahead, tightening the rope and with the 
intention of strangling him. When the 
pressure had drawn his neck in to avout 
half its normal size he suddenly stood 
up, breaking the chain that was over his 
back holding him down. When he had 
done this, a man who was there from the 
Winchester Arms Company (name un- 
known to me) stood back and shot him 
three times, once in the side of the head 
and twice :n the breast, getting a heart 
shot. And that was the end of Rio. 

In 1929 I was on the Al G. Barnes Cir- 
cus and had one of the anchor elephants 
that was fastened to Black Diamond 
when he was led out into the mesquite to 
be shot, right out of Kennedy, Tex. Jack 
O’Grady chained him to three trees, and 
we all went back to the lot. He was shot 
more than 170 times before he was dead 


and by so-called Texas crack shots. In 
1931 young Snider, of the Floto Show, was 
put to death with one shot to the brain. 

Some people seem to think that Tusko 
was poisoned, but this is a mistake be- 
cause I brought Tusko to Seattle myself 
and put him in the zoo here. I was with 
him every day until his death and can 
prove that he died from a tumor in his 
heart. The director of Woodland Park 
Zoo here, Dr. Gus Knudson, has the 
tumor preserved in alcohol.

hen we give the matter any thought at all, most of us think of

affects our way of living; it influences the course of progress and civiliza- 
tion, and it is an important factor in all economic trends and develop-

beaten path, will always be, as they say, a 
moot point. 


The second inspiration was Charles 
Sparks, owner of Downie Bros.’ Circus, 
which fleeted itself into a long Jump into 
this corner on the Thames to give the 
local customers and the CFA itself their 
biggest break in years. Sparks brought 
his motorized array in on Sunday and 
thereafter he was the toast and most 
of the works, being subject to one of the 
greatest buildups on record. The of- 
ficial eulogy happened during—or, bet- 
ter yet, all thru—the banquet, and it 
didn’t take a detective to note the tears 
in his manager’s eyes. His manager is 
Mrs. Sparks, who was introduced that 
way at the banquet on Sunday evenfng. 
Sparks might have cried.a bit, too, but 
he wears cheaters and so you couldn't 
tell. His quiet demeanor didn’t have a 
chance, for they served up the encomiums 
almost as fast as the stake-driving ma- 
chine functions on the lot. It was a 
great day for Sparks, the Fans and good 
old Norwich. 


Mayor Speaks 
Let’s get down to the business sessions, 
- the general incidents and the shop talk 
indulged in. Mayor Moran made a wel- 
coming speech on Saturday morning, with 
20 present. He saw a great need for a 
contacting agency between show and 
public. Walter M. Buckingham, Nor- 
wich, national secretary-treasurer and 


State chairman, P. T. Barnum ‘ior No. 12, 
read off his report and announced a total 
of 388 paid-up members. President Joy, 
in his first serious mood, read his annual 
report and announced that Karl K. 
Knecht, Evansville, Ind., had resigned as 
editor of the official organ of the CFA, 
The White Tons, with illness given as 
the reason. John Shepard, Wheaton, IIL, 
State chairman, W. H. Harris Top No. 7, 
is the new editor. Col. C. G. Sturtevant, 
San Antonio, Tex., CFA historian and 
State chairman, Mollie Bailey Top No. 13, 
reported for the national organizing com- 
mittee, asked for more activity in the 
creation of new tents, mentioned efforts 
in this connection in Cincinnati and 
Kansas City, Mo., and felt that there 
should be a strong group formed in St. 
Louis. Joy called on F. Darius Benham, 
New York and Oyster Bay, Long Island 
leading figure in the Circus Saints and 
Sinners’ Club of America. Benham, one 
of the charter members of the Fans and 
originator of the word tops for the State 
organizations and tents for city groups, 
briefed over the work of the CSSCA, as- 
sailed Uncle Bob Sherwood and urged 
that the Circus Room of the Hotel Cum- 
berland be indorsed as circus head- 
quarters in New York. Affirmative action 
was taken on the :ndorsement. “I believe 
the Circus Saints and Sinners’ Club is 
going to get that home,” said Joy after 
Benham’s talk. “We are in spirit with 
that project and will help it along be- 
cause we must solve the problem of the 
old tiouper.” Harry Baugh, manager of 
the Cumberland Circus Room, followed 
up Benham by attacking Sherwood. Let- 
ters from ailing and otherwise absent 
members were read by Joy. A lithograph 
dated 1849 was exhibited. It refers to R, 
Sands Hippoferaean Arena. Poster, owned 
by John Cleary, old-time balancer, created 
great interest. Colonel Sturtevant op- 
poséd the cheapening of honorary mem-

York has called upon the legislative 
committee of the Circus Fans’ Associa- 
tion for data ascertaining whether or 
not the American people have ample 
recreational facilities and how the circus 
can provide necessary amusement. 


The CWA asked to what extent the 
activities of the circus could be in- 
creased, if legal and other limitations 
are not present. The reply of the CFA 
informed of the handicap faced by the 
circus generally because of restrictive li- 
censes, taxes on admissions, unavailabil- 
ity of route and excessive demands of 
city officials and others for passes, all 
of which seriously interferes with the 
revenue of the circus. 

It is to be hoped that the information 
supplied to the Civil Works Administra- 
tion will assist to some extent in solving 
the problems faced by the circus.

“He claims to have been born near

Expense of NRA activities has practically bankrupted 
national association and much must be done to protect 
industry against future demands, he declares

NEW YORK, June 30.—In a statement issued from his office here, Frank W. 
Darling, president of the National Association of Amusement Parks and chairman 
of its code authority committee, tells why consent has been withdrawn to accept- 
ance of any NRA code and what must be done by the park, pool, beach and pier 
industry to guard against withdrawal from action of the members of the code 
authority and the legislative committee, with the result that persons in the industry 


will have to fight their battles single-handedly. 


by a large majority of the members of 
the industry, the code authority and the 
legislative committee will withdraw and 
leave every member of the industry to 
fight his own battles against codes, ad- 
mission taxes, Sunday closing and the 
other oppressive measures which the 
NAAP has taken care of for years. The 
“Georges’ are too few and are weary of 
their missionary work for the many,” he 
declared. 


Compromise Impossible 


“For 10 months the code authority 
committee appointed jointly by the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks 
and the American Association of Pools 
and Beaches has been struggling to 
formulate a code which would comply 
with the National Industrial Recovery Act 
as administered by the NRA, and yet not 
bankrupt the members of the industry,” 
he said. 

“A code could have been obtained last 
January if this committee had been 
willing to accept the dictates of the 
NRA. Since that time the committee has 
been attempting by every possible means 
to compromise with the administration 
to obtain a workable code. It could not 
be done. The Washington cfficials know 

nothing of the seasonal conditions con- 
‘fronting the industry, and hence have 
been unable to look upon the outdoor 
amusement business in any other light 
than that of a manufacturer or a re- 
tailer. 

“It has become the office of the code 
authority committee to stand between 
the NRA and the industry to protect the

REVERE BEACH, Mass.—This beach is 
experiencing the usual American seaside 
trend in times of change from the old 
to the new period of development. 
When the old, substantial devices and 
attractions once able to pay high rent 
or big overhead fail to produce the re- 
quired revenue then the less substantial 
attractions have an inning, if only for 
a brief time. 


No one a few seasons ago would have 
expected some of the valuable locations 
here to be taken by side shows. These 
features can easily move if they fail 
to attract and can be cut to a mere 
trifle if they fail to draw the people. 


The beach patrons show almost stub- 
born resistance to the bally on the 
front because they fear the show will 
not live up to promises. They have 
grown accustomed to watch a ride for 
its pleasing effects with the other pa- 
trons and observing the price displayed 
on the tigket booth before venturing 
themselves with their own money. This 
often gives at least 90 per cent satis- 
faction. They get all that is promised 
by the ride in operation for the price 
posted at the box office and go away 
as boosters. Their deep-seated feeling 
of doubt makes the side show a hard 
grind. Then all of the additional) fees 
asked inside add to sales resistance 
when other shows are offered. 


Future Is Assured 


This setting makes it easy and 
able for a new ride or attraction of real 
merit. When the real thing comes 
along, displayed in full view of the peo- 
ple, even the children lead the way. 
All welcome it as an old friend. Now 
long leases can be had at reasonable 
rents. It is just the time for men of 
courage. 

This beach really belongs to the peo- 
ple of the State. This insures it to be 
always a resort of pleasure. The prop- 
erty owners along the boulevard can 
well afford to hang on at a sacrifice. It 
will come back. In fact, it has already 
started on the up grade. The gap made 
by one demolished Coaster and another 
being wrecked might make one believe 
that the beach is moving away. It only 
marks the end of the old and points 
to the new era for this and all Amerti- 
can summer resorts. 


New Customs a Help 


Not long ago no one could cross the 
boulevard in a bathing suit without 
some covering over it. Now the briefest 
bathing suits going are allowed any- 
where, with scarcely any notice of them. 
They can go into the eating places or 
on any ride. Would this have come so 
soon but for the depression or is it just 
the more liberal spirit of the age?

we gave 25 cents to ride once around 
a circle in an automobile. 
Percentage Now Rule 


You manufacturers who once paid 
cash rental to operate here could now 
operate on a percentage basis. 


Let us hope that this marvelous beach 


|} is never marred by a boardwalk with all 


of its heavy maintenance cost. The State 
has kept the whole front of the boule- 
vard on the ocean side free of all 
buildings and obstructions, permitting 
the free enjoyment of a natural beach 
where nature has done a splendid job in 
design. The gradual slope it has seems 
superior to a flat beach. It is policed 
by State police, who are a fine appear- 
ing, well-trained lot of men. They 
make it interesting for men who at- 
tempt to annoy women bathers. 


Some of the Coasters may move, but 
the ocean, the sand and this unusual 
beach will remain. A few more men of 
courage will — it come back at a 

rate.

NEW YORK, June 30.—In a statement issued from his office here, Frank W. 
Darling, president of the National Association of Amusement Parks and chairman 
of its code authority committee, tells why consent has been withdrawn to accept- 
ance of any NRA code and what must be done by the park, pool, beach and pier 
industry to guard against withdrawal from action of the members of the code 
authority and the legislative committee, with the result that persons in the industry 


will have to fight their battles single-handedly. 


by a large majority of the members of 
the industry, the code authority and the 
legislative committee will withdraw and 
leave every member of the industry to 
fight his own battles against codes, ad- 
mission taxes, Sunday closing and the 
other oppressive measures which the 
NAAP has taken care of for years. The 
“Georges’ are too few and are weary of 
their missionary work for the many,” he 
declared. 


Compromise Impossible 


“For 10 months the code authority 
committee appointed jointly by the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks 
and the American Association of Pools 
and Beaches has been struggling to 
formulate a code which would comply 
with the National Industrial Recovery Act 
as administered by the NRA, and yet not 
bankrupt the members of the industry,” 
he said. 

“A code could have been obtained last 
January if this committee had been 
willing to accept the dictates of the 
NRA. Since that time the committee has 
been attempting by every possible means 
to compromise with the administration 
to obtain a workable code. It could not 
be done. The Washington officials know 
nothing of the seasonal conditions con- 

* fronting the industry, and hence have 
been unable to look upon the outdoor 
amusement business in any other light 
than that of a manufacturer or a re- 
tailer. 

“It has become the office of the code 
authority committee to stand between 
the NRA and the industry to protect the

REVERE BEACH, Mass.—This beach is 
experiencing the usual American seaside 
trend in times of change from the old 
to the new period of development. 
When the old, substantial devices and 
attractions once able to pay high rent 
or big overhead fail to produce the re- 
quired revenue then the less substantial 
attractions have an inning, if only for 
a brief time. 


No one a few seasons ago would have 
expected some of the valuable locations 
here to be taken by side shows. These 
features can easily move if they fail 
to attract and can be cut to a mere 
trifle if they fail to draw the people. 


The beach patrons show almost stub- 
born resistance to the bally on the 
front because they fear the show will 
not live up to promises. They have 
grown accustomed to watch a ride for 
its pleasing effects with the other pa- 
trons and observing the price displayed 
on the tigket booth before venturing 
themselves with their own money. This 
often gives at least 90 per cent satis- 
faction. They get all that is promised 
by the ride in operation for the price 
posted at the box office and go away 
as boosters. Their deep-seated feeling 
of doubt makes the side show a hard 
grind. Then all of the additional fees 
asked inside add to sales resistance 
when other shows are offered. 


Future Is Assured 


This setting makes it easy and 
able for a new ride or attraction of real 
merit. When the real thing comes 
along, displayed in full view of the peo- 
ple, even the children lead the way. 
All welcome it as an old friend. Now 
long leases can be had at reasonable 
rents. It is just the time for men of 
courage. 

This beach really belongs to the peo- 
ple of the State. This insures it to be 
always a resort of pleasure. The prop- 
erty owners along the boulevard can 
well afford to hang on at a sacrifice. It 
will come back. In fact, it has already 
started on the up grade. The gap made 
by one demolished Coaster and another 
being wrecked might make one believe 
that the beach is moving away. It only 
marks the end of the old and points 
to the new era for this and all Amerti- 
can summer resorts. 


New Customs a Help 


Not long ago no one could cross the 
boulevard in a bathing suit without 
some covering over it. Now the briefest 
bathing suits going are allowed any- 
where, with scarcely any notice of them. 
They can go into the eating places or 
on any ride. Would this have come so 
soon but for the depression or is it just 
the more liberal spirit of the age? At 
any rate, the proprietors along the 
water front are getting a lot of nickels 
and dimes once denied them because of 
the old customs. 


An enterprising bathhouse proprietor 
whose business was destroyed by the 
new style of bathing suits and beach 
pajamas would not give up, but is mak- 
ing a go of hot salt-water baths and 
renting his lockers to those who spend 
the day in a bathing suit and desire a 
place of safe keeping for their clothes 
and valuables. 


A trip in an aquaplane is given here 
for 50 cents, as long a ride as once 
cost $5. Some of us remember when

Let us hope that this marvelous beach 


|} is never marred by a boardwalk with all 


of its heavy maintenance cost. The State 
has kept the whole front of the boule- 
vard on the ocean side free of all 
buildings and obstructions, permitting 
the free enjoyment of a natural beach 
where nature has done a splendid job in 
design. The gradual slope it has seems 
superior to a flat beach. It is policed 
by State police, who are a fine appear- 
ing, well-trained lot of men. They 
make it interesting for men who at- 
tempt to annoy women bathers. 


Some of the Coasters may move, but 
the ocean, the sand and this unusual 
beach will remain. A few more men of 
courage will make it come back at a 
surprising rate.

HERSHEY, Pa.—Ward R. Walker, di- 
rector of the zoo at Hershey Park, re- 
ports completion of a new reptile house, 
with all glass fronts, which, he says, is 
the finest in the State. A new bird hall, 
with immense glass front flight cage, has 
also been constructed in the zoo.

A large 
number of mallards and pheasants have 
been raised at Hershey, and a pair of 
the rare Borneo Fireback pheasants has 
been purchased.

members of the industry trom a bank- 
rupting code. The committee will not 
initiate any move looking toward a code 
and will stand xbsolutely against any 
code for the industry, whether it be a 
blanket code or one for the special in- 
dustry, providing it receives the support 
of the members of the industry. 


Letter to Washington 


“The last draft of the code to which the 
NRA would agree would have shortened 
the hours of work about 40 per cent for 
most parks. It would have increased the 
expense of operation for all in the in- 
dustry by from 20 to 40 per cent. Know- 
ing the condition under which the in- 
dustry has had to struggle for the last 
two vears and is still struggling, the com- 
mittee felt that any code which cost the 
industry an increase of over 10 per cent 
would result in crushing many of its 
members. Consequently, the committee 
has sent to the administration the fol- 
lowing letter: 


“‘Because, altho this committee 
and most of the industry have at- 
tempted to their utmost to co-oper- 
ate with the NRA to perfect a code 
under which the industry could prop- 
erly and economically operate and 
since last Augtst have been at the 
command of the administrator, and 

“ ‘Because, on April 28 a code was 
completed which, if adopted at that 
time might have been operative but 
up to this date has not been signed 
nor approved, and 

“ ‘Because of the serious delay be- 
yond the powers of this committee or 
its industry to prevent, it is now ap- 
proaching the middle of the park op- 
erating season and the members of 
the industry have individually and 
many of them by association declared 
that they cannot and will not change 
their organization at this time to 
comply with the code even if it should 
be signed within this month, and 


——RINKMEN, ATTENTION !——— 


“ ‘Because, the anticipated increase, 
as prophesied by NRA officials, of at 
lease 50 per cent over last year’s in- 
come is not materializing and can- 
not now materialize this year, and 


“ ‘Because this code authority com- 
mittee believes that it was elected by 
the national associations concerned 
to protect the industry and work for 
its betterment, which object cannot 
be obtained by the adoption of avy 
code which the NRA is willing to ap- 
prove. 


“Therefore, this code authority 
committee, upon whom the industry 
has placed the authority for accept- 
ing or rejecting the code, does hereby 
withdraw its consent to the accept- 
ance of any code and is hereby and 
henceforth relieved of all responsi- 
bility in connection with adopting 
any code for the amusement park, 
pier, pool and beach industry at least 
before January 1, 1935." 


What Is Next Step? 


“This does not end the struggle,” con- 
tinued Mr. Darling. “The NRA has nos 
and probably will not stop until all in- 
dustries are operating under some kind 
of a code. While every member of the 
committee is weary of his job and would 
like to resign, they all feel that they have 
been given a trust to perform and must 
continue, in the absence of any other 
authority, to stand against any codifica- 
tion which fails to fit the conditions in 
the industry. This the committee has 
decided to do, providiné members of the 
industry express themselves in favor of 
such a continuance. 


“Up to date the battle has cost some- 
thing like $10,000. Most of this has been 
borne by the members of the committee 
for which they have not been reimbursed. 
All of the expense falls upon the National 
Association of Amusement Parks. Due to 
the depression, many of the members of 
the association have not been able to 
pay their cues. The code expenses have 
practically bankrupt the NAAP. It cannot 
carry on this work without the support 
of a large majority of the members of 
the industry. The committee must with- 
draw and let matters take their course 
unless members of the industry will ex- 
press their support financially thru the 
NAAP. Old members will have to pay 
their dues, new members will have to join 
and those who cannot afford to pay the 
dues as active members will have to join 
as associate members. 


Not Intended as Threat 


“Plans are laid for reorganizing the 
NAAP to become the National Association 
of Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches, 
by combining the two associations. Active 
members will continue’ as heretofore with 
active varticipation in the affairs of the 
association. A new class of assoctate 
memberships will be formed who will 
enjoy all the benefits of the association 
for a much smaller fee, but will have no 
vote in the association. By this plan it is 
hoped that 80 per cent of the park, pier, 
pool and beach operators of the country 
will be interested to carry out the protec- 
tive and progressive measures of the in- 
dustry. Under this plan no direct appeal 
will be made to new members to join the 
association. Those who feel disposed .o 
‘let George do it’ may lie low. 


“But unless there is a quick response 
by a large majority of the members of 
the industry, the code authority and the 
legislative committee will withdraw arid 
leave every member of the industry to 
fight his own battles against codes, ad- 
mission taxes. Sunday closing and the 
other oppressive measures which the 
NAAP has taken care of for years. The 
‘Georges’ are too few and are weary of 
their missionary work fcr the many. 

“This is not intended to be a threat, 
but is a necessary statement of fact. 
Neither is this statement sanctioned by 
the directors of the national association, 
but ‘s a prophecy of what will happen by 
those who are most familiar with the 
conditions. Those members of the in- 
dustry who are not now supporting the 
national association may receive all the 
-information they desire by addressinz 
Secretary A. R. Hodge, 220 Woodstock 
avenue, Kenilworth, 1.”

Fair for the next seven years. Mr. Chambliss and Mr. Hamid visited Greensboro last 
Monday, conferred with owners of Central Carolina Fair Association and made a 


careful inspection of grounds and buildings. 


Great improvements will be made 


immediately in Greensboro. Grand stand and buildings will be generally repaired at 


considerable cost. Mr. Chambliss an- 
nounced that harness horse racing will be 
staged the first three days of Greensboro 
Fair, September 25-27. 

A contract for the midway has been 
awarded to the tlin & Wilson Shows. 


Fighter for Cleanliness 


Mr. Chambliss for years has led a fight 
for clean concessions on midways at fairs 
and in an interview today said: “I hav2 
no patience with robbers and thieves on 
the midway and we will have none at 
Raleigh, Greensboro or Rocky Mount. 
We will have nec fixers on any midway. If 
there is any fixing to be done, I will do 
that fixing. I still contend that rotten 
midways in the way of concessions have 
done more to hurt fairs than anything 
else and I positively will not stand for it.”

Housed in a picturesque building 
ornamented with pagodas, tile roof and 
screened veranda and painted in vivid 
mandarin red, jade green and Chinese 
yellow, Shanghai Garden, on the Board- 
walk midway, is a spot that would be 
one of the most popular on the grounds 
if it were located where the crowds go. 


Unfortunately, it is in what so far has 
been a dead sector of the fair and so is 
getting only a fair play. When and if 
the crowds find the midway, Shanghai 
Garden will be one of its livest spots. 
The cafe is operated by K. Bernard Kim, 
with Mrs. Kim, a charming hostess, tak- 
ing an active part in the management. 
It serves excellent food at very moderate 
prices, and the floor show, while not 
large, is decidedly worth while. Its star 
is Blossom Chan, a pretty and talented 
Chinese girl who is the personification 
of grace. Slender, supple, alluring, clad 
in filmy draperies, she executes a dance 
which wins unstinted applause. Key S. 
Youn, Oriental baritone, pleasingly 
sings the Toreador Song from Carmen 
and the popular Wagon Wheels. Oline 
Young Lum is a colorful blues singer, 
and there are three cute tap dancers 
known as the Shanghai Sisters. Lou 
Blake’s Orchestra furnishes excellent 
music for both show and dancing. 


Shanghai Village, where the cafe is 
located, has many other attractions, 
among them a gold coin exhibit, a girl 
show managed by George Flint, and Lo 
Han Temple, wherein is a collection of 
Buddhas owned by Samuel E. Wilson. 
The temple, with its symbolical paintings 
and various Chinese objects, is quite 
interesting. Various shops _ selling 
Chinese goods of all sorts are located 
thruout the village.

A Freckle-Face Roundup, conceived 
and carried out by Harry A. Illions, 
chairman of the concessioners’ associa-

GRAND FORKS, N. D., June 30.—The new and colorful United Shows of 
America, fresh from their winter quarters and making their premiere appearance, 
convinced thousands of customers at the North Dakota State Fair that hcre indeed 
is a new deal in midway attractions. Presenting tent shows with large casts per- 
forming from stages, departing from the old-time carnival standards and modeled 
after the rostrums of full-grown theaters, the United Shows live up to the claims 
of their advance publicists. As far as these parts are concerned, it must be sai:d— 


without tossing any undeserved bouquets 
—that the carnival is the best ever. 


The proprietors—W. R. Hirsch, John 
R. Castle and R. L. Lohmar, all seasoned 
showmen and well known thruout the 
country—took a cue from A Century of 
Progress exposition in the coloring and 
styling of the tent fronts. Modernism is 
the keynote. Instead of wagon panels, 
the fronts are gaily-hued canvas. 


Probably the most remarkable thing 
is the absence of small shows. Every 
show is known as a feature—with large 
tents, large stages and large casts. The 
midway is brilliantly lighted from the 
time one enters thru a marquee. which 
is over 100 feet long and dressed with 
huge light pylons over which a myriad 
of fiags floats. The marquee exhibits the 
flag of each State in which the shows 
appear, the producers explained. 

An outstanding feature is the Louisiana 
Lou Showboat, under the direction of 
Ada Myers, who has 24 people in the cast, 
including a good band. Jack A. Ryan 
handles the front and the show is prov- 
ing to be one of the most popular. The 
front is unique, modeled after a side-

Almost three years prior to that South 
American tour of the John H. Murray 
Circus (reviewed in No. 121 of “Old-Time 
Showmen”) an organization of notable 
circus people was engaged by the fa- 
mous Carlo Brothers, William, Prederick 
and George, in New York after close of 
the 1875 circus season. People were 
selected specifically on their ability as 
specialty artists for an extensive tour 
of the South American countries. 


The title of the show indicated the 
intention of catering to people who 
spoke the Spanish language—*“El Grande 
Compagna Cino de los Hermanos Carlos.” 
Transportation was contracted from New 
York to a Venezuela port on a ship 
named Marcia Reynolds, which sailed 
from New York on January 14, 1876. The 
night before sailing the entire company 
held a jolly farewell party at the old 
Washington Hotel, 26th and Fourth 
avenue, which was then a noted gather- 
ing place for John Nathans, Avery 
Smith, Elmer Quick, L. B. Lent. Levi J. 
North, Dan Castello and others who 
were topnotchers in circus business. 

On the roster of the company engaged 
by Carlos Brothers for the South Amerti- 
can tour was Miss Fannie Brown (Mrs. 


.Willam Carlo), menage rider and panto- 


mimist; Amelia Bridges (Mrs. George 
Carlo), rider, tight-rope dancer and gun 
drill; John Bridges, scenic rider, general 
gymnast and pantomime; Mrs. John 
Bridges, scenic rider, poses on horseback, 
dancing and tight rope; Leo, Hattie and 
Harry Carlo (children), riders, tumbling 
and trapeze.

Tillie Bensaid, a 
Hercules in strength, a native of Algeria, 
presented demonstrations of strength in 
his tumbling, leaping and riding acts. 
Victor LaSalle, tumbler, leaper and gen- 
eral gymnast. Hawley and Victoria were 
the aerial artists. The stock carried with 
the company on the voyage out of New 
York was 38 horses, 10 ponies and a 
large troupe of trained dogs. 

The Carlos brothers were of a cele- 
brated family of circus people who 
ranked high as performers while touring 
in the United States during the ‘’60s 
and "70s; then in South America con- 
tinued their popularity as favorites 
wherever they appeared. Some of the 
company who went on the trip to 
Venezuela had engagements for the 
regular season in the United States and 
returned in time to fill those engage- 
ments. John Worland was among that 
number and appeared during the 1876 
season as the featured double-somersault 
leaper with Howe’s London Circus. Mr. 
Worland, a native of Corning, N. Y. (his 
real name John Comosh), achieved fame 
in the circus profession as one of its 
greatest double-somersault leapers. His- 
tory credits him with having accom- 
plished the dangerous feat of doing a 
triple somersault. After many seasons 
as a star somersault leaper with Ameri- 
ca’s leading circuses he gave up the 
profession and engaged in the coal busi- 
ness as a member of the old firm, John 
Comosh & Son, in Corning, and there 
saw the once popular act known as “The 
Leaps” discarded from all circus pro- 
grams. His hopes, however, that the act 
would be revived are being realized since 
his death. In a letter to me, dated July 
17, 1931, he said: “It is my opinion that 
the act of Leaps can be revived and the 
public would love to see it, but it must 
come back as a private act, not as a 
company act, and must be put on by 
an artist.”

ever, with vast amount of concrete roads 
—completed in Pennsylvania during che 
Pinchot administration, and the wagon 
shows discarding horses for motor 
(trucks) cars—the attorney-general has 
interpreted the act cf 1913 to catch all 
motorized circuses and come 
panies for taxation. 


Beginning with the enforcement of the 
law the attorney-general advised the tax- 
ation department to collect from each 
circus for each motorized car the same 
amount of tax as the big shows pay for 
their railroad car. The first circus to be 
caught under this act was Downie Bros., 
managed by Charels Sparks, in 1931. 


Russell Bros.’ Circus, motorized, had a 
one-day stand in Pennsylvania at Oil 
City this season while passing thru the 
State from Ohio to Jamestown, N. Y. 
The show was ‘confronted with the de- 
mand for $750 license fee. Upon advice 
of Mr. Graham, the show refused to 
Pay it and he went into court at Prank- 
lin before Judge McCracken for a 
restraining orcer so that an interpreta- 
tion of the lew could be obtained. The 
injunction was granted by the court 
and the show moved on. In the mean- 
time Mr. Graham went to Harrisburg for 
a conference with Attorney-General 
W. G. Schnader, Republican nominee 
for governor. This conference was con- 
tinued for another hearing before repre- 
sentatives of all State departments at 
interest. Consequently, Attorney Gra- 
ham returned to Harrisburg and after 
lengthy arguments by both sides the 
attorney-general’s department gave the 
railroad-car basis ruling. Russell Bros.’ 
Circus will re-enter Pennsylvania on 
July 3 at Erie and pay $150 instead of 
$750, the first to benefit by the new 
ruling. 


BATAVIA, N. Y., July 2—Much of the 
success of the court’s restraining order 
relative to Russell Bros.’ Circus paying 
$750 State tax when it played one stand 
in Pennsylvania recently at Oil City was 
due to the efforts of G. W. (Doc) Hamil- 
ton, legal adjuster of the show, who 
fought the payment all day at Oil City. 
The court ordered the bond of $500 put 
up by the show returned. Hamilton, 
who engaged Attorney John C. Graham, 
made a brilliant appeal to the court and - 
said that the show should only pay 
$150, as it equaled about a 15-car rail- 
road circus.

NE of the many services of The Bill- 
board to its readers is the Route List. 
Hundreds if not thousands each 

week find this service useful and the 
reasons are many and varied. 


In the furnishing and publication of 
routes the first and foremost thing is 
accuracy. Unless accurate, the informa- 
tion means nothing but disappointment, 
discouragement and even financial loss 
on the part of those making use of it. 


The Billboard is doing everything in its 
power to have its routes accurate. It 
must rely upon those furnishing the in- 
formation, and it does—until such time 
that an informant is caught misleading. 
There are times when routes, after being 
sent to The Billboard, are switched too 
late to make the changes in the pub- 
lished list, and allowances are made for 
that. But the foot goes down hard on 
routes when they are found to be phony.

In the last few weeks two complaints 
regarding Hunt’s Circus route have been 
made to The Billboard. I can hardly be- 
lieve that Charles T. Hunt, the owner of 
this show, would permit misleading route 
information heing sent to The Billboard 
for publication. I would sooner believe 
that the route was switched too late to 
make the’ changes in the published list. 
Anyway the complaints were made more 
than two weeks apart, and I think Mr. 
Hunt should know about them so that he 
can take action to ward off further ones. 


Both letters of complaint carry signa- 
tures. One does not mention the name 
of the show, but the inference is easily 
apparent. The first complaint came from 
Fred Collins, proprietor and manager of 
Collins Printing Company, 219 Church 
street, Toronto, Ont., under date of June 
11. It reads: 


3 have always been a lover of circuses, 
and always go to all that come within 
reasonable distance of Toronto, never 
missing any that exhibit at Buffalo, Ni- 
agara Fails or any of the border towns. 
I have been a reader of The Billboard for 
many years and always watch the route 
department. But what I want to know 
is what happened to Hunt’s Circus, or 
was The Billboard wrong when it an- 
nounced Hunt’s Circus to be in Batavia, 
N. Y., June 8, 9 and 10 and Lockport 11 
and 12? I journeyed to Batavia on June 
10 and saw no posters, lithos or any ad- 
vertising for Hunt’s, and also made in- 
quiries and could not find out anything 
about it, so I had to return to Toronto 
disappointed. On my journey home I 
stopped im Lockport and saw no adver- 
tising there. I would like to know why 
they did not exhibit there.

The second complaint, dated June 28, 
came from Mrs. Walter Obershow, of 226 
W. 50th street, New York City. It reads: 

Why is it that a certain manager gives 
out a phony route te The Billboard for the 
route list? I have spent time and money 
to see this show, arriving in towns given 
in route list in The Billboard only to find 
that the show has either played there 
three to five days before, or not coming 
at all, as per dates in The Billboard. 

This same maprager has stories on circus 
page about the uplift and is for a clean 
show and wants to keep the circus clean. 
Still no one can catch his show on account 
of the routes he sends in. 

Have just found out that he is on Long 
Island when he is supposed to be in Port 
Chester and New Rochelle. His route 
reads Port Chester June 27 and New 
Rochelle 29-30. He played the former 
June 23, and as for New Rochelle, it does 
net have any paper or any knowledge of 
circus being there, 

Having relied on The BilJboard for years 
and knowing the “grand old paper” is fair 
and authentic, thought you would like to 
know about this. His routes thru New York 
State previeusly were the same. 

I do not think this an error on the part 
of The Billboard, but of the show. 

If Mr. Hunt has been changing his route 
on short notice because of opposition or 
something else his dates should not be 
sent for publication until such time that 
they are definite. The Billboard would 
sooner have no routes at all than mis- 
leading ones. 


To avoid possibly further misleading 
(unintentionally) our readers the route 
of Hunt’s Circus has been eliminated from 
this issue and it will not appear again 
until a word of explanation has been re- 
ceived from Mr. Hunt or. Clarence Aus- 
kings, his general agent, who has been 
furnishing the dates for publication.

NEW YORK, June 30.—What was 
formerly a market cutting thru the 
Passaic River in Paterson, N. J., has been 
transformed into an amusement park in 
what may be record time. The Billboard 
reporter deliberately kept away from the 
scene during the readying stages and 
visited the park Thursday evening to see 
what could be seen, as that night there 
was a guest opening, with the spot open 
to the public for the first time yesterday.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., June 30.—Petition signed by more than 300 merchants 
failed to get the city council to renew licensing cf “slot machines” for the next fiscal 


year. The city council voted on June 6 not 


to renew the annual license on machines, 


It was reported that the license had brought about $3,000 into the treasury and 
that more than 700 machines had been licensed in the county. Reports were also 
current that operators had not paid license on more than about half their machines, 


The action of the council was the signal 
action was aimed chiefly at the reel- 
vending type of machines which were 
operating under the license, but officials 
declared their opposition to almost all 
types of machines in the excitement. The 
State also licenses machines and under 
the State law, to be legal a machine 
must give value received for each coin 
inserted. 


Differences of opinion developed among 
officials as to what was legal under the 
State law. One official stated that the 
refusal of the council to renew the city 
license would not prohibit machines 
from operating that complied with the 
State law. 


f 

The New York slot machine experi- 
ence and the U. S. Supreme Court de- 
cision relating to it were referred to and 
the excitement here is regarded as one 
of the first major reactions following 
the New York experience. Coinmen were 
surprised when the local papers stated 
that full details of the New York pro- 
ceedings and court decisions had been 
published in The United States Municipal 
News and distributed to public officiais 
all over the country by the American 
Municiral Association and the American 
Conference of Mayors. The fact that 
public officials are organized and that 
news of city activities is distributed thru 
their regular publications indicated the 
seriousness of local situations. 


Other than the petition signed by 
hundreds of location owners, coinmen 
took no organized steps to get the city 
council to renew the local license. While 
it is expected that local officials will go 
to the extreme for the time being, the 
State license law is still in effect and 
will serve to protect all machines coming 
within its requirements.

Esquirol Defends 
Case Under Bill 


BROOKLYN, June 30.—State Senator 
Joseph Esquirol, one of the sponsors of 
the bill making illegal the possession of 
slot machines, appeared recently in 
Downtown County Court, Brooklyn, to 
defend a man charged with possession of 
a machine. The defendant was Joseph 
Farfel, 38 years old, described as the 
manager of a2 club in Brooklyn. 


Parfel was arrested on June 13 on 
charges of possessing the slot machine, 
selling of liquor without a license, hav- 
ing two bars where his beer license calls 
for only one and possession of a projec- 
tion machine with obscene films. De- 
tective Mitchell said he found the slot 
machine on the fourth floor of the 
building, on which the lights had been 
disconnected. 


Senator Esquirol told Magistrate Mark 
Rudich that Farfel had owned the ma- 
chine for three years and had kept it 
stored on the unused floor of the club. 
He argued that no one would go to an 
unlighted floor to play the machine.

Publicity 


_ The publicity program planned by the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board of Trade is already at work. Larry Nixon, pub- 
licity and advertising man, assigned to the job by the organi- 
zation, has an opportunity to demonstrate what a nation-wide 
program could do for the trade. 


A fertile subject of publicity has apparently been found in 
the practice of contributing skil] games to hospitals and the 
institutions of various kinds, as shown by Saul Kalson in this 
issue. The publicity obtained due to these gifts is something 
to send a feeling of good cheer to all parts of the country. So 
accustomed to seeing big newspaper space given to unfavorable 
publicity against the trade, it is encouraging to see columns of 
favorable publicity in the daily press. Henry Lemke led a con- 
tribution of machines in Detroit and the newspapers responded 
with news stories, which suggests that the idea is workable in 
many other cities. 


Plans to contribute games to institutions should be made 
carefully. The games should be of such quality as to merit 
thanks and also publicity in the newspapers. Someone ac- 
quainted with news and publicity should also be consulted in 
making the plans, so that the greatest news value may be ob- 
tained. 


Coinmen should not expect to unload a few games in the 
back yard of some hospital and then think that newspapermen 
will come running out to get the story. 


So successful has the gift idea been that it appears now 
is a good time to start a national movement. From now until 
next summer, a year of planning and giving could be promoted 
in every city where there are enough operators to get together. 
The resultant publicity should be one of the most favorable 
influences yet released to help the skill games cause. The move- 
ment could be heralded by a slogan: LET EVERY MAN IN 
THE AMUSEMENT MACHINE. BUSINESS CONTRIB- 
UTE AT LEAST ONE GAME. 


The possibilities in this movement may lead to the organi- 
zation of a definite publicity program for the trade. The suc- 
cess of such a program requires a man who knows publicity 
and who has time to make the contacts. It would require money 
also. It would properly come under the heading of a national. 
organization. 

Any publicity promoted by trade organizations must be 
confined to legitimate skill devices and merchandising ma-_ 
chines. For the organized trade to undertake to publicize games 
of chance would be disastrous. Changing the names of slot 
machines wil) not qualify them for a place in the organized. 
publicity program. The public reaction against such a program 
would be ruinous to the skill games and merchandising ma- 
chines—and the chance devices. 


On the broad subject of publicity for the coin machine 
trade, there are at least three angles of promotion: a general 
program of favorable newspaper publicity for the skill games’ 
and merchandising machines; selling the worth-while ideas and 
leaders to the trade itself, and an independent program by the 
private manufacturers of games of chance. 


The first job is to sell the trade on its own leaders and

Judge 
Vincent M. Brennan, who has been hear- 
ing the injunction pleadings, asked 
Alexander to draw up an ordinance when 
the corporation counsel failed to prepare 
one. An ordinance drawn up by Robert 
Speed, attorney for Lemke Specialty Com- 
pany, is also awaiting action. The Lemke 
firm instituted injunction proceedings 
several weeks ago which led to the re- 
quest for an ordinance by Judge Brennan.

AMA ard head of the committee handling 
legal matters, in a statement this week. 
Angott criticized the ordinance drawn up 
by Alexander because it does not repre- 
sent the skill game operators at all, he 
said 


According to Angott, the ordinance re- 
fers to machines in general as “slot ma- 
chines,” a term that is bitterly condemned 
by the organized trade here. “Slot ma- 
chines” are defined in the ordinagce as 
=. having provision for coin in- 
sertion, and it is felt the ordinance would 
protect by license some forms of the 
games of chance. No definite provision 
is made for pin games and similar ma- 
chines which were the machines in ques- 
tion when the proceedings started 

The Alexander ordinance is also said 
to forbid the offering of any type of prize, 
in direct contradiction to the wishes of 
the association when it engaged Alex- 
ander. The use of prizes, offering weekly 
tournament competition, is understood 
tto be favored by Judge Brennan, who is 
hearing the Lemke case and is in judicial 
charge of the situation. Operators also 
state that the inclusion of a $500 fine in 
the Alexander ordinance will so frighten 
locations that they will not accept ma- 
chines. 


Chicago Trade Chatter 


The cable address of the Pacific 
Amusement Distributing Company is 
“Padcoin,” according to a recent change 
announced by Leo J. Kelly, sales man- 
ager. “We could not use the word Padco 
because of similarity to another firm 
address. However, ‘Padcoin’ seems to fit 
the situation very nicely.” “Padcoin” 
is international distributor for Contact 
games and other products made by Pa- 
cife Amusement Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 


Eighty-seven exhibitors at the World’s 
Pair have already signed to place perma- 
nent exhibits in the Museum of Science 
and Industry at the close of the fair. 
Three names in the list are familiar in 
coin-machine circles: Brunswick-Balke- 
Collender Company, maker of a coin- 
operated bowling game; the Bakelite 
Company, maker of material used in 
game boards, and Railway Express Com. 
pany, which undertook the placing of 
cosmetic venders on a national scale 
in 1933.

NEWARK, N. J., June 30.—Jack Silver- 
man, secretary-treasurer of the New Jer- 
sey AMA, passed away at his home after 
a severe, lingering illness. 

Jack was considered as one of the 
best informed men on legal matters af- 
fecting coin machines in the State. He 
was one of the largest operators here 
and his routes extended thru Bergen 
and Passaic counties and over Northern 
New Jersey. He started into the operat- 
ing business with the very first pin 
games and established oné of the largest 
routes in the State. He was in the 
chiropractic profession before entering 
the coin-machine field. 

His activities in the organization of 
the operators here are well known. He 
had been chosen as the New Jersey dele- 
gate to the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade and also spent consider- 
able time and personal effort in assist- 
ing fellow operators in their troubles. He 
was always ready to do a favor for a 
fellow operator. 

Funeral services were held June 26 
and there was real expression of sym- 
pathy from coinmen. The New Jersey 
AMA Officials acted as pallbearers. Fellow 
operators are also planning to honor his 
memory in some expressive way. 


Arcade in News 
Due to Suicide 


CHICAGO, June 30.—The Burton Ar- 
cade on South State street made front- 
page publicity this week when a stranger 
used a shooting-gallery pistol to take 
his own life. It was on South State 
street that the penny arcades were prob- 
ably born in the days of the nickelodeon, 
but the present arcades have drifted 
still farther south on the street and have 
nothing of the glory of the arcades when 
the firm of Jones, Schaefer & Linnick 
first originated these amusement places. 
But here is the dramatic picture of the 
suicide tragedy as told by The Chicago 
Evening American: 

“A few cash customers loitered inside, 
also driven by the storm. The me- 
chanical piano pounded out a tinny 
tune. The weight machine got a little 
play. Here and there a penny movie 
lured a patron. 

“Toward the shooting gallery in the 
rear drifted a stranger, fairly well 
dressed, his gabardine raincoat tight 
around his collar, a gray felt hat pulled 
down around his eyes. 

“He looked over the arsenal, selecting 
a loaded .22 caliber automatic pistol from 
among a row of rifles. He tossed a quar- 
ter to Sam Davik, the attendant. 

“The stranger’s sharp eyes passed up 
the moving line of mechanical rabbits 
and centered on the bull’s-eye target. 
He raised his arm, as tho drawing from 
the hip, and fired. The bullet pierced 
the ring next to the bull’s-eye. 

“Muttering in irritation, the marks- 
man ‘drew’ quickly and again fired. This 
time the lead found its mark. He per- 
formed the feat again. and a number 
of hangers-on gathered around. Here 
was &2 man who could shoot. 

“Thrice more the stranger fired with 
his quick, expert motion and each time 
the bull’s-eye was penetrated. Davik 
had turned to ring up the quarter when 
the seventh and last bullet left the 
pistol. 

“The attendant wheeled sharply as a 
cry arose from the ring of spectator” 
The stranger lay sprawling on the floor. 
Blood surged from his head. The final 
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bullet, too, had found its mark—the 
right temple of the expert gunman. 

“Traffic Policeman Jack Kirwan raced 
from Harrison and State streets, found 
the stranger dead, searched his pockets, 
discovered no identifying articles. An 
ambulance clanged to the door. The 
body was whisked away. 

“The little tragedy was over. The 
watchers turned back to their penny 
pictures and their weight machine. The 
mechanical piano continued its honky- 
tonk tune.” 


Hiser Case Dismissed 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., June 30.—An 
Allen County grand jury indictment 
against Forest Hiser, of the Hiser Sales 
Company, charging receipt of stolen 
gaming devices, was dismissed by Special 
Judge William P. Endicott following a 
hearing of a portion of the evidence in 
Hiser’s trial. 

The indictment alleged that Hiser had 
received a slot machine hijacked from 
the Wayne Hotel by Walter Tyler and 
Louis Dagler. When Tyler and Dagler 
were arraigned several months ago on a 
hijacking charge they were acquitted 
when William Knapp, former manager 
of the hotel, testified that the stolen 
machine was not his, but belonged to 
Bob Martin, a coin-machine operator.

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Give Games to S#tospitals 


By SAUL KALSON, 
General Manager Greater New York 
Vending Machine Operators’ Assn. 


Thru the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade, with which our or- 
ganization is affiliated, we have dis- 
tributed approximately 700 pin games 
to hospitals, orphanages, boys’ clubs and 
similar social institutions. These ma- 
chines are contributed by operators, 
jobbers, amusement center proprietors, 
etc., and are all sent to one central 
warehouse. There the machines are 
overhauled, cleaned and put in perfect 
order and the tumblers are removed 
from the coin slides in order that they 
can be played without the insertion of a 
coin. They are then shipped to the dif- 
ferent institutions, and if the place is 
within a radius of 25 miles of the 
Greater New York metropolitan area 
mechanics are sent along to set them 
up. The facilities of our central dis- 
tributing warehouse have been donated 
by Hyman Eudin, of Budin’s Specialties, 
Inc., 174 8. Portland avenue, Brooklyn, 
Ri.’ ¥. 


The expense of all this free distribu- 
tion, such as freightage, overhauling and 
adjustment of the machines, is borne by 
the Metropolitan Skill Games Board of 
Trade as part of its good-will work. I 
think it is the greatest work ever ac- 
ccmplished in this industry, and it is 
just as advantageous materially to the 
donors as it is to the recipients. 


Altho practically every one of the ma- 
chines distributed could have been kept 
on locations with profit to the operator 
or could have been sold for cash to a 
jobber, who in turn would have placed 
it in circulation again, the fact that 
they are going to these institutions is 
sufficient proof in itself that the boys 
of this industry, in spite of all the hard 
knocks of the last three or four years, 
have still sufficient kindness of heart to 
redeem them fiom all other sins. 


Withdrawing these slightly antiquated 
machines from circulation once and for 
all eliminates them from competition 
with the new,and up-to-date machines. 
The operator, of course, is benefited by 
the increased earnings of the new ma- 
chine; the jobter is enabled to sell the 
cperators new machines, and the manu- 
facturer, of course, benefits by this 
process. For every machine taken per- 
manently off location the manufacturer 
sells that many more than he would 
have sold otherwise. 

The benefits to the patients and in- 
mates of these institutions are unques- 
tionable, as numerous letters from doc- 
tors and welfare workers in charge of 
these institutions fully testify. From 
hospitals for nervous disease doctors 
have testified that the playing of these 
machines has the effect of quieting the 
patients’ nerves, distracting their minds 
from morbiiness and worry and hasten- 
ing convalescence. From doctors in 
charge of hospitals for various other 
human ailments come the same un- 
qualified testimonials. 

In the Sea View Hospital, Staten 
Island, we placed 40 machines in the 
auditorium and set them up just as in 
a@ regular pin-machine arcade. It is the 
only means of amusement and recrea- 
tion for the 1.850 patients, and in this 
hospital, wherever the patients are un- 
able to go to the machines in the audi- 
torium, the machines are brought right 
to the patients in the different wards. 

Our last shipment of machines was 
made on June 15, when we delivered 25 
machines to Bellevue Hospital, New 
York, which is probably one of the 
largest hospitals of its kind in the land. 
Besides the pin games delivered, Messrs. 
Pickrum and Weaver sent along two 
large cabinet machines—one large foot- 
ball machine and one large baseball 
machine. These machines were in al- 
most new condition and originally cost 
$550 each. We intend making another 
shipment of machines to Bellevue Hos- 
Pital in the near future, as this hospital 
alone can use over 100 machines. 

We have been and still are confronted 
with all kinds of difficult problems in 
this industry, but manufacturers seem 
to have lost sight of the fact that 90 
per cent of their troubles have been due 
to their inattention to proper publicity 
for the industry. Practically unani- 
mously, the associated manufacturers in 
Chicago hesitated to come to the assist- 
ance of the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade. Yet it is cnly thru the 
manifold activities of the Metropolitan 
Skill Games Board that the manufac-

turers are enabled to continue selling 
machine= in this area. It has elevated 
the skill amusement machine business 
in the metropolitan area of Greater New 
York to a plane never before even ap- 
proached. It has gained recognition 
from all the different public depart- 
ments. Mass meetings for the whole 
industry have been addressed by Officials 
of different public departments of the 
city. Public radio addresses have been 
delivered by the license commissioner on 
the subject of skill amusement ma- 
chines and their licensing. The Metro- 
politan Skill Games Board of Trade is 
setting an example in the metropolitan 
area of New York that may be emulated 
to advantage by the rest of the country. 

My suggestion is that all who read 
this article, wherever they are, that they 
take up this matter of better publicity 
for the industry. The skill games are 
just as necessary as purveyors of amuse- 
ment as motion pictures and the legiti- 
mate theater. First make sure that the 
business is conducted so there can be 
no reproach from any quarter. Elimi- 
nate from the business all undesirable 
elements as far as is humanly possible. 
Keep it clean so that greedy hands of 
the gangster, racketeer and underworld 
elements may never touch it. 


The free distribution of machines to 


hospitals and institutions should be 
taken up by the organizations thruout 
the land. But all organizations should 
keep this as their motto when sending 
out machines: “Send out only such ma- 
chines as the donor would be proud to 
have his nameplate.” 


The distribution of machines to in- 
stitutions has enabled us to get pub- 
licity in the daily press that it would 
have been impossible to get in any 
other way. Two recent examples of this 
publicity should be considered by all 
the trade. 


The New York Post, June 9, devoted a 
14-inch display item to the story of 
games given to institutions, and the 
story was also appropriately illustrated 
by a staff cartoonist. In the story it 
was stated that “mental cases at a 
number of hospitals, some State-con- 
trolled, are being given treatment which 
includes playing the same pin and baga- 
telle games which are drawing the one- 
time slot machine fanatics to thousands 
of drug stores, cigar and candy shops. 

“When the bagatelle machines become 
worn out they are repaired by the 
Metropolitan Skill Games Board of 
Trade, 186 Joralemon street, Brooklyn, 
and turned over to the hospitals for use 
in occupational! therapy work. 

“Hospital officials, according to Saul

tutions, find that bagatelle “shooting” 
is good mental training for the nervously 
afflicted. 


“Among the hospitals which have in- 
stalled bagatelle games, the trade board 
reported today, were State School for 
the Feeble-Minded, Newark; Percy Wil- 
liams Home; NVA Lodge, Saranac; Wil- 
lard Parker Hospital; Hebrew National 
Orphan Home, Yonkers; U. S. Marine 
Hospital, Carville, La.; U. S. Veterans’ 
Hospital, The Bronx; Bellevue Hospital; 
Metropolitan Hospital, Welfare Island: 
Children’s Hospital, Randall Island; 
Gouveneur Hospital, Lincoln Hospital 
and the Neurological Hospital on Wel- 
fare Island. 


“Mr. Kalson estimated that about 400 
machines have been sent to about 100 
hospitals in the last six weeks. For- 
merly when the machines became dam- 
aged thru excessive use in the drug 
stores and cigar stores they were 
junked or destroyed, but now they are 
put into good condition again and 
turned over to the hospitals.” 


The Brooklyn Daily Eagle, in its 
Sunday edition of June 17, also gave the 
generous space of 17 column inches to 
a similar story of the gifts of games to 
institutions in this territory. This 
story relates that “during the last two 
months a new sound has been heard in 
numerous hospitals — the click of 
marbles. 


“No, not the old-fashioned, ever- 
popular game played by generations of 
boys shooting the tiny balls with their 
fingers. 

“The marbles that ave giving new’ 
diversion, amusement and cheer te 
many sufferers are those found in the 
pin games of skill. You've seen these 
games in glass-covered, oblong cases, in- 
to whose pin-studded patterns and hol- 
lows the marbles are plunged thru the 
mechanical device operated by the 
individual player. 


“In a small suite of offices at 186 
Joralemon street is located the -head- 
quarters of this new charitable project. 
Here you will find Saul Kalson, origi- 
nator and director of the plan, who will 
tell you how these games are being dis- 
tributed among the hospitals without 
cost of any kind, not even freightage, to 
the institutions. 

“Rotund, middle-aged, enthusiastic 
Kalson told how in the two months 600 
machines have been sent out this way. 
And more are on the way, he says. 

“Among the local hospitals he named 
as recipients were Greenpoint, Bradford 
Street, Sea View, Brooklyn State, Pilgrim 
State at Brentwood and Central Islip 
State. 

“In addition to hospitals, his list in- 
cludes the Flatbush Boys’ Club, the 
Percy Williams Home at East Islip and 
the Brooklyn Home for Children. 

“Kalson acts in sort of a dual capac- 
ity. He is manager of the Greater New 
York Vending Machine Operators’ Asso- 
siation, which functions at the Jorale- 
mon street address. The association is 
@ member of the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board of Trade. It is this board 
which is sponscring the project. 

“*We,’ explained Kalson, speaking for 
the industry, ‘were confronted with the 
fact that machines become antiquated 
quickly. Antiquated in the sense that 
the novelty of that particular type of 
pin game wears off or the machine it- 
self becomes worn looking. 

“*This mears that the machines, per- 
haps after only six months, must be 
removed. As a rule it would be sold to 
a@ jobber, who would fix it up and resell 
it. This means, tho, that the man who 
bought a new machine would find this 
old machine in competition. 

“*This new plan has helped solve this 
situation. The antiquated machines are 
donated. Even tho the owner gets not 
a penny for the machine, he is saved 
money in not having competition and 
also by replacing more frequently he 
stimulates interest and trade.’ 

“Each machine, according to Kalson, 
originally averaged a cost of $30, tho 
some ran as high as $250. In all the 
600 given away present a total of $18,000, 
or in resale value, second-hand, would 
have amounted to about $8,000. 

“Mr. Kalson makes it evident that he 
is proud of ‘the industry.’ It employs, 
he estimated, going carefully into trade 
details, about 250,000 people. But prop- 
erly developed, including export trade, 
he knows there is room for 2,000,000 for 
all the various steps in manufacture and 
cperation involved. 

“Another point Kalson strove to make 
clear was the non-gambling aspect of 
the pin games. Individual skill is the 
lever, he stressed, and told how the

What Type Machines Are Best If 
Theater Concessions Are Available 


QUESTION: “We have a proposition on 
which you may be able to help us and 
we are taking the privilege to bother you 
with it. We can secure a large group of 
picture houses in towns of 10,000 and 
over for locations of vending machines. 
But we are at a loss as to what kind of 
machines that would be good, or if there 
is any kind that will go at all. If you 
have any information as to the type and 
kind of machines that would make 
money in this type of location, please 
give me the dope on them.”—(An Illi- 
nois company.) 


This inquiry suggests that the oper- 
ating company has a chance to get full 
coin-machine rights to the group of 
theaters, and if full concession rights 
can be had, it appears to be an oppor- 
tunity for an organization of experi- 
enced operators to develop some ideas 


for the trade. I don’t know of any 
published experiences in this field at 
the present time. Back in the days be- 
fore the “crash” when merchandising 
machines were in the limelight an or- 
ganized plan to place machines in the 
Paramount-Publix theaters in New York 
City was launched, as I remember, but 
I don’t recall any published reports on 
the success of this movement. That 
was in the days of elaborate promotions, 
anyway, and failure at that time is no 
criterion on the real merits of an idea. 


The operation of merchandising ma- 
chines has had its fullest development, 
in all types of locations, in the New 
York area, and the above inquiry is 
being referred to persons who may be 
able to relate experiences that will be 
published later. 


The Automatic Canteen Company, 
specialists in the operation of candy-bar 
machines, have placed an elite type of 
candy-bar merchandising cabinet in a 
number of theater lobbies; also other 
firms have machines of a similar type. 
I have been told by a person in position 
to speek with authority that slugging 
of these machines in Chicago theater 
lobbies developed to become a serious 
handicap. Not that the machines were 
lacking in modern slug-proof devices, 
but that boys with criminal habits de- 
veloped the art and specialized on the 
candy-bar machines. These boys would 
slip into the theaters, conceal themselves 
and remain all night to rob the ma- 
chines. Such practices gave the theater 
management some concern.

I was told also by Nat Leverone, head 
of the firm, that during the depression 
it was impossible for merchandising 
machines to compete in places like big 
theater lobbies with over-the-counter 
sales of candy by attractive girls. Sales- 
girls could be had for $5 a week and 
machines could not compete with that. 


The placing of merchandising ma- 
chines in theaters would require a map- 
ping of the most acceptable places in 
the houses, whether lobby, smoking 
room (if any) or restrooms. Full con- 
cession rights should include all types 
of machines to be installed in all suit- 
able places. The elite cabinet type of 
candy vending machines have been most 
acceptable for lobby locations. The most 
modern cigaret machines would prove 
attractive and profitable also where lo- 
cal license and other conditions permit. 
Modern candy and cigaret machines are 
also providing chewing gum vending 
accessories. Theaters with smoking 
rooms or balcony space offer very favor- 
able space for candy-bar machines, 
amusement machines and cigaret ven- 
ders unless local ordinances prohibit. 


We have given considerable publicity 
to the idea of modernizing restrooms by 
the installation of merchandising and 
service machines. To my mind, this is 
the biggest opportunity the vending ma- 
chine trade has had in its history and 
has something in common with the fu- 
ture of modernizing buildings by the 
use of air conditioning. Manufacturers 
have not yet developed machines with 
the idea in mind of completely mod- 
ernizing restrooms with vending and 
service equipment. The best that is 
available at present is the sectional 
cabinet machines. There are also spe- 
cialty machines vending single items 
that are attractive enough to use. 

But to stick a half dezen machines, 
different in size, design, etc., about in 
a restroom begins to take on the gaudy 
appearance. A well-developed plan must 
be worked out, with machines or sec- 
tional cabinets of quality design that 
will improve the appearance of the room 
rather than clutter it up. 

The machines, services and products 
that may be offered in a modernized 
restroom range all the way from at- 


tractive penny scales to machines that: 


vend cosmetics, etc., in the ladies’ rest- 
rooms. A cosmetic idea is being widely 
Placed thru the Railway Express agency 
all over the country. The Italian Balm 
lotion is now sold in attractive wall- 
type machines; Kleenex tissues and 
similar items are also sold by machine. 
This gives an idea of what may be done 
once the plan is developed to its full 
possibilities. There are also machines 
for vending aspirin (where permitted by 
law), cough drops and other simple 
medical items; perfume vending ma- 
chines would also be included in ladies’ 
restrooms. The coin-operated towel, 
cup and _  toilet-seat-cover machines 
should also be included in the plan. 
The new type nut vending machines, 
selling nuts in paper bags, would not be 
out of place in men’s restrooms in thea- 
ters. 


There are at least 20 different items 
and services that could be offered by 
machine in the completely modernized 
restroom. The idea waits upon two 
things, however: machines developed for 
the purpose and complete coin-device 
concessions for the theater or buildings. 

In theaters amusement machines 
would also have their place where com- 
plete concession rights can be had. Lo- 
cal fire and other ordinances seriously 
handicap the use of amusement ma- 
chines in lobbies in most cities, but even 
at that, pin games are already making 
good headway in theaters. In 1933 the 
Balaban & Katz theaters in Chicago 
made experiments with pin games in 
smoking rooms and other spots in their 
big picture houses. Other places have 
them also. Earnings are reported to be 

, but theaters are under strict 
building codes and special regulations 
as to fire. Games cause people to con- 
gregate and that causes trouble. The 
big Palace vaudeville and picture house 
if Chicago has a palmistry machine 
that has been making big earnings for 
about a year. 

Digger and crane machines do well 


when they don’t conflict with local fire 
regulations. The modern mutoscope and 
picture-card machines can make a tie- 
up with current stars or pictures shown 
on the screen and make good money 
for operators. It requires a little in- 
genuity at merchandising and modern 
equipment; old machines, old pictures, 
etc., won't do the trick. There is a new 
and smal! fortune-telling machine in 
Chicago that should find a place in 
every theater. 


In fact, an operator with some initia- 
tive and originality should find a num- 
ber of machines that would make good 
returns provided he can get full coin-de- 
vice concessions on the theater. Two or 
more operators placing machines in the 
same theater would bring complications. 
In all cases, the most modern machines 
must be used to enhance, rather than 
detract, from the surroundings. 


The idea of theater concessions for 
coin devices is an important one and 
we will try to publish the rm vorncme and 
experiences of a number of persons on 
the subject. Any manufacturer who

Can you sit at your 
desk and try to solve problems in the 
field if you are not familiar with the 
actual conditions existing there? 


Remote control may work in some 
things that are electrically operated, but 
where the human touch is paramount 
personal application is absolutely neces- 
sary. You will be surprised after your 
swing around the trade how strong @ 
reaction you will get. Don’t forget to 
make a note of the petty as well as the 
greater “kicks” you get, and above all 
when promises are made do not fail to 
keep your word about remedies and at- 
tend to them immediately. 


You will find the method suggested 
will in most cases strengthen your busi- 
ness relations with the operators and 
prevent your competitors from “horn- 
ing” in on your locations. 

There are still many good locations to 
be secured. Many open-air spots are 
not covered as yet and there remains at 
least 12 more weeks of outdoor selling. 
Look over your territory and whep you 
locate your units get them as close to- 
gether as possible, thereby keeping down 
your service overhead.

Propose To 


Amend Code 


CHICAGO, June 30.—The manufac- 
turers, thru the Code Authority, sub- 
mitted an application for modification 
of the code of fair competition to Wash- 
ington. Notice was sent to manufac- 
turers of the opportunity to send 
criticisms, objections, etc., on the 
amendment to Washington on or prior 
to June 29. Report had not been given 
on the amendment today. 


The amendment proposed was to 
modify Article IV by deleting Section 6 
(a) and Section 8 and substituting the 
following new.Section 8: 

Section 8. It being found necessary 
in order to support the administration 
of this code and to maintain the stand- 
ards of fair competition established 
hereunder and to effectuate the policy 
of the act, the Code Authority is au- 
thorized, subject to the approval of the 
administrator: 

a. To incur such reasonable obliga- 
tions as are necessary and proper for 
the foregoing purposes, and to meet 
such obligations out of funds which may 
be raised as hereinafter provided and 
which shall be held in trust for purpose 
of the code. . 

b. To submit to the administrator 
for his approval, subject to such notice 
and oppottunity to be heard as he may 
deem necessary, (1) an itemized budget 
of its estimated expenses for the fore- 
going purposes, and (2) an equitable 
basis upon which the funds necessary to 
support such budget shall be con- 
tributed by all members of the industry. 

c. After such budget and basis of

contribution have been approved by the 
administrator, to determine and sécure 
equitable contribution as above set forth 
by all such members of the industry, 
and to that end, if necessary, to institute 
legal proceedings therefor in its own 
name. 

Each member of the industry shall pay 
his or its equitable contribution to the 
expenses of the maintenance of the Code 
Authority as hereinabove provided, and 
subject to rules and regulations pertain- 
ing thereto issued by the administrator. 
Only members of the industry complying 
with the code and contributing to the 
expenses of its administration as pro- 
vided above shall be entitled to par- 
ticipate in the selection of the members 
of the Code Authority or to receive the 
benefit of its voluntary activities or to 
make use of any emblem or insignia of 
the National Recovery Administration. 

The Code Authofity shall neither in- 
cur nor pay any obligation in excess of 
the amount thereof as estimated in its 
approved budget, except upon approval 
of the administrator, and no subsequent 
budget shall contain any deficiency item 
for expenditures in excess of prior 
budget estimates except those which the 
administrator shall have so approved.

Fails To Get Restraint 


PADUCAH, Ky., June 30.—An injunc- 
tion restraining the city of Paducah and 
others from interfering with pinball 
machines set up by C. Glass in a num- 
ber of business establishments was de- 
nied by Judge Joe L. Price in Circuit 
Court. The plaintiff filed suit after the 
operation of the machines was banned, 
even tho Glass had secured a license 
from Charles Rieke, former commis- 
sioner of finance. 

The plaintiff contended that the ma- 
chines, well-known type of pin games, 
were not intended as gaming equipment. 
but merely a game of skill on the part 
of the player and placed as a trade 
stimulator. 

Glass indicated he would appeal the 
decision. J 


R. P., of Minneapolis, queries if the 
Playing of a pin game is affected by 
using larger sized balls. Some time ago 
a preminent manufacturer told Eastern 
Chatter that the larger steel ball assures 
the player more skill action from the 
viewpoint that the ball, being heavier, 
will not be deviated from its course by 
small dust particles which get on the 
playing board. In short, the weight of 
the ball will cause it to ride over the 
particles rather than turn aside from 
them. This same manufacturer also 
stated that there is more skill in those 
pin games where the balls do not make 
a complete circuit of the board before 
entering the playing field. This was 
disputed by others present, who claimed 
that just as much skill could be de- 
veloped by the player regardless of this 
fact. We do believe that the larger 
one-inch steel ball does make for more 
certain skill play. 
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Kentucky House Bill Easy To Read, 
But Unfair on Types of Machines 


The Kentucky House Bill No. 55, in- | 


troduced on June 7, is published for 
study of the trade as a contribution 
toward developing a model State license 
bill. Some agency should collect all 
these bills, study them, take the rea- 
sonable points out of the various bills 
and use them in framing a bill that 
is fair to the trade, to be used wLerever 
unfair bills are presentedr 


The Kentucky bill is unreasonaole in 
everything except that it uses language 
that can be understood. Too many legis- 
lative bills and city ordinances are so 
complicated that a test case is usually 
required to find out what they mean. 
The Kentucky bill says what it means. 
It should be noticed also that this is 
about the third or fourth bill that has 
appeared in Kentucky in the last two 
years. The special session of the Legis- 
lature was called to raise money and 
the present bill aims at raising money 
and is not intended for regulation. 

The bill calls for a tax of $25 per year 
on “any device or machine or vending 
machine which operates by inserting any 
coin including those machines 
commonly known as pin-ball machines, 
baseball machines and race-horse ma- 
chines.” 

At the outset the rate of $25 per year 
on the types of machines mentioned is 
confiscatory. There is enough written 
and authoritative evidence on the earn- 
ings of machines now available so that 
there is no need for any Legislature to 
hold such misconceptions about the 
earnings of machines unless the purpose 
is to destroy by taxation. If the Ken- 
tucky Legislature must raise money the 
coin-machine business should contribute 
its just share, but not at that rate. 
There woulu be no vending machines, 
pin games, etc., for long at $25 per year. 

The Kentucky bill also shows no un- 
derstanding of the types of machines 
which are now well established in coin- 
machine trade literature. Vending ma- 
chines and amusement machines are 
lumped together wholesale, an impossi- 
ble grouping when it comes to the earn- 
ings of machines. Horse-racing ma- 
chines are also included with skill table 
games, a matter that would likelv cause 
legal complications later. The bill is very 
favorable toward the horse-racing de- 
vices in that they are thus recognized 
by being offered license. Perhaps the 
lov? for horse racing in Kentucky led to 
including the racing devices in the list. 
The skill game tables cannot pay as 
high a tax as the racing devices. 

It would be a very favorable idea, of 
course, if racing devices were generally 
recognized by license since more and 
more States are beginning t» permit 
horse racing and racing bets under 
regulation. 


The bill provides that locations of 
machines licensed must be listed, but 
the license is on the machine and not on 
the location. The license weuld not be 
transferable. The New York City plan 
of licensing the locations (and permit- 
ting the operator to obtain the license) 
is probably the most interesting form 
of skili games license yet developed. 


The Kentucky bill has only one thing 
in its favor, that it is not too compll- 
cated; otherwise it shows no fair con- 
sideration for the types and earning 
= of coin machines. The bill fol- 
ows: 


HOUSE BILL NO. 55 


An act imposing a license tax on 
persons, firms, associations or corpora- 
tions who display, conduct and operate 
any device or machine or vending ma- 
chine, including pin-ball machines, 
baseball machines and race-horse ma- 
chines, in the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

1, Every person, firm, association or 
corporation who engages in tne display- 
ing, conducting or operating any device 
or machine or vending machine which 
operates by inserting any coin, money or 
its equivalent, including those machines 
commonly known as pin-ball machines, 
baseball machines and race-horse ma- 
chines, in the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky shall pay to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky a license tax of $25 per 
annum for each such device, machine 
or vending machine, including pin-ball 
machines, baseball machines and race- 
horse machines. 

2. 1t shall be the duty of any person, 
firm, association or corporation who cp- 
erates such a device or machine or vend- 
ing machine, including pin-ball ma- 
chines, baseball machines, race-horse 
machines, before operating samte tc ap- 
ply to the county clerk of the county in 
which said device or machine is to be 
operated for a license to operate said de- 
vice or machine, and said application 
shall give the name of the person who 
desires to operate or conduct said ma- 
chine or device, a description of said 
machine or device, the address or ad- 
dresses of the premises where said ma- 
chines or devices are to be operated, and 
the name of the owner or owners of said 
machine or devices. 

It shall be the duty of the county 
clerk to prepare said blanks for said ap- 
plication for said licenses required here- 
in. 


No license shall be issued by the 
county clerk for the operation of said 
machine or device until said license tax 
imposed hereunder is paid, and said li- 
cense shall not be transferable. 


Proper Spirit of Competition on 
Locations Keeps Business Alive 


By J. D. ROBERTS 


Mr. Roberts is well known among the 
Pacific Coast coin-machine trade and is 


‘ a staff contributor to the Pacific Coin 


Machine Review, from which this article 
is reprinted. 

Nothing makes an operator more 
furious than to have some other oper- 
ator move in on what he considers and 
probably has considered for a long time 
one of his “exclusive” locations. 

After listening to arguments on the 
Subject for a long time and being asked 
My opinion no less than a thousand 
times, I believe it is not amiss to make 
an issue of this situation for free dis- 
cussion. 

If any operator differs with the fol- 
lowing remarks I would be pleased to 
have him write me personally, outlin- 
ing his ideas in detail and we will pub- 
lish them in these columns. 

To my mind no operator can right- 
fully lay claim to exclusive ownership 
Of any location. In the first place any 
“location” or “spot” in reality belongs 
to the merchant who owns or has leased 
or is operating the store. Therefore, 
Unless an operator has a financial in- 
terest in such institution, I cannot see 
how he can claim exclusive rights just 
because he was the first one to place a 
Pin game or some other type of equip- 
ment in that particular spot. 

It has been the keen spirit of com- 
Petition that has kept this business 


alive. This begins with the manufac- 
turers who at times outdo themselves 
in their creations of new types of ma- 
chines to stimulate interest and follows 
right on down to the mass of operators 
everywhere. If an operator really had 
“exclusive” rights to each location he 
secured, it is dollars to doughnuts he 
would not give the same kind of service, 
be as keenly alert to the possibilities of 
new equipment nor in other ways keep 
his Iccations bringing in the greatest 
amount in returns that is is possible 
to make them. 

It is the fear of the competition of 
better equipment in the hands of com- 
petitors that makes operators diligently 
scan the field for innovations. 

From my experience, those operators 
who from the beginning have “hollered” 
the loudest because someone else “stole” 
their locations have been the slowest to 
realize the necessity of keeping their 
“spots” covered with the best and lat- 
est equipment possible. In most cases 
where a little investigation was made. 
it was found that the reason locations 
were “jumped” was not thru some oper- 
ator soliciting, but rather by the mer- 
chants themselves who, having become 
tired of the old machines they had in 
their establishments and wishing to ob- 
tain a better revenue, sought out some- 
one else to give them new equipment.

heaven, is rapidly disappearing is for 
one operator to seek another’s location 
and obtain it by offering greater per- 
centage Of cut to the merchant. This 
practice flourished for a period, but it 
was only a short time until everycne 
realized that merchants were making all 
the profits and operators were simply 
running around for their health. 


A}l in all, I believe any operator has a 
perfect right to move his equipment 
into any location he may obtain re- 
gardless of who may already be operat- 
ing there provided he has newer and 
better equipment and he honestly be- 
lieves he can make more money both 
for himself and the merchant by doing 
so. It is this spirit of competition that 
will keep the pin-game craze at its pres- 
ent level for a continued period of time. 
The very fact we have been able to give 
players new games, new problems, new 
and unique puzzles and hazards to solve 
in a never-ending stream is what has 
kept pin games from going the route of 
“miniature” golf, and everyone kiows 
the horrible and untimely end that 
craze had.

Jumped don’t blame a brother operator, 
but rather look to yourself for the cause. 
Either you have been negligent, you 
have not been courteous and given at- 
tention to business as you should, you 
have failed to keep your merchant satis- 
fied by keeping your equipment up to 
snuff, or you have failed in some other 
manner. 

Congratulate your successor. Analyze 
the situation, learn the cause for the 
removal of your equipment and remedy 
it. See another location and make up 
your mind to give the new spot the 
kind of service that will make it im- 
possible for anyone else to break in on 
you. Only by keeping constantly alert 
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items.

—— The COINOGRAPHER—— 
No Goliath 


After leaving the University of Minne- 
sota he became a film salesman. He was 
then enmeshed in a hectic experience 
with a financier. After that event he 
decided to sell spark condensers. The 
prerequisite necessary for the sale of 
spark condensers was a hill in the town 
they called upon, so that their little 
car could get a fair start and aid the 
magical condenser in its action. It 
seems that in any town which did not 
have a hill it was hit or miss as to 
whether their car would ever get 
started with the magical condensers they 
were demonstrating and for which they 
were selling agents. Sometimes they 
sold as high as three and four exclusive 
agencies in the one town. In short, no 
hill, no sale. 


And then in 1919, at the age of 19, in 
his home town,,Dallas, Tex., he started 
operating coin equipment. Here he had 
much more luck than with the now 
fabled spark condensers. He was in @ 
business he liked. From 1919 to 1927 
he operated in every major oil field 
in the West. He sold salesboards when 
selling them brought immense profit. 
He had slots going here, there and every- 
where, and the boys coming in from the 
oil fields with their unusually large pay 
checks of those big boom days thought 
nothing of trying to “crack a machine 
wide open” even if they did invest dollar 
after dollar, for what were dollars in the 
days when oil gushed out of the ground 
for the taking? 


Thruout the States of Texas, Okla- 
homa and Arkansas he -wandered, from 
oil town to oil town, and »back again. 
And everywhere he went his slots went 
with him. They were known as “gut 
pullers” in those days. The huge sums 
these old-time slot machines earned in 
those distant days still cause him to sit 
back and reminisce and wonder if such 
days are ever to be again. 


And then in 1927 he decided to enter 
into the manufacture of coin machines. 
He had gained much experience oper- 
ating and selling the coin contraptions 
of those days, and being energetic and 
chock-full of ideas he believed he was 
capable of bettering the machines that 
were on the market and perhaps even 
showing the boys then in the coin biz 
a thing or two. There was no Goliath 
to bar his progress. And so he started 
what was later to become one of the 
leading manufactories in the coin biz. 
His first product was a grip tester, then 
came a moving target, a little jack ma- 
chine, a penny flip machine and so on 
along the line until this present day. 
He has originated and built some of the 
outstanding games of the industry. 


Many believe he was the actual reason 
for the present expansion of the coin 
biz. He was one of the first to build a 
successful, popular-priced pin game, and 
to follow this game immediately with 
what is often said to be the outstanding 
of all pin-game money makers. 

When our hero graduated from high 
school someone decided to use a rather 
trite phrase at the bottom of his bloom- 
ing features in the school’s graduation 
album, “Little, buf, oh, my!” It is the 
general belief in the coin industry that 
he has lived up to that phrase. 


He’s married now, the father of two 
children, has his own spacious suburban 
home and one of the largest factories in 
the coin biz. He and his firm are 
known thruout the coin world. He is 
riding the tide with a winning game and 
claims that before the year is over he 
will have the greatest game in all his- 
tory. His methods of merchandising 
machines have gained him much praise, 
and his work as an organization man 
is highly commendable. He may even 
be called the youngest of the successful 
manufacturers in the coin biz. And 
again there is no Goliath blocking his 
way as he energetically and nervously 
tears right ahead with new ideas and 
new machines. 


His name is David Gottlieb. His firm,
